EFORE we proceed to take Notice of 
Gp the moft remarkable Incidents of the 7th 
aed ard aft Seffion, *tis incumbent on us to 

s) clofe’ the Account of the preceding one ; 
3) but here we fhall touch only on General 
Pm oaeINSe Heads, not to be behind our Purpofe. 
Our aft Journal therefore concluded Pa.338, N° 72, with 
the Bill for fettling Proceedings in the Ecclefiaflical 
Coure.. This Bill was generally allow’d to be of great 
Ufe in feveral Particulars, yet had the Fate to be reje&. 
ed. ‘The next that engaged the Attention of Parlia- 
fiient, was the Bill to prevent the infamous Pra€tice of 
Stockjobbing: Upon the third Reading thereof, great 
Debates arofe, and after many learned Speeches pro and 
con, the Queftion being put, was carry’d in the Affirma- 
tive, 55 againft 49. Accordingly it was fent up to the 
Lords, where it met with fo many Amendments, that 
on its Return *twasdropp’d. On the 17th of May 1723, 
the King went to the Houfe of Peers, and gave the 
Royal Affent to the following Publick Bills, viz.

An Aét for the better fecuring and encouraging the 
Trade of his Majefty’s Sugar-Colonies in America. 

An A® for the more effettual preventing frivolous and 
vexations Arrefts 5 and ‘for the move eafy Recovery of 
Debts and Damages in the Courts of Great Seffions in the 
Principality of Wales, and in the Court of Affize in the 
County Palatine of Chefter ; and for obviating a Doubt 
which has arifen upon an A&t made .in the fourth Year of 
his prefent Majefiys Reign, (entitled, An A& that all 
Proceedings in Courts of Juftice, within that Part of 
Great Britain called England, and in the Court of Ex- 
chequer in Scotland, fhall be in the Englifh Language) /o 
far as the fame Ai doth or may relate to the Courts of 
Fuftice holden within the faid Principality; and for ex. 
plainirg and amending the faid At. 

An A&t to explain and amend an Aft in the feventh and 
eighth Year of the Reign of King William III. entitled, 
An A&-for the further regulating EleStions of Members 
to ferve in Parliament, and for the preventing irregular 
Proceedins of Sheriffs and other Officers in the ele&ing 
and returning fuch Members, as far as the fame relates 
to the holding of County Courts. 





The remaining Debates in both Houfes ran chiefly 
upon appropriating of Part of the Sinking Fund to cer- 
tain Ufes, and laying before the Parliament an Account 
how the Produce of the Forfeited Eftates of the South-Sea 
Direétors in the Year 1720, had been difpofed of. The 
Jaft Affair was found in the Hovfe of Lords fo intricate, 
they defpair’d of making any material Progrefs therein 
during the Sefion. Upon which it was moved by Lord 
Bathurft, Fune 2, for a fele&t Committee of Enquiry. 
The Queftion being put, was carry’d in the Negative, 
without a Divifion. The Proteft thereon we gave at the 
Beginning of No.71, Pag. 173. 

. On Wednefday ‘June 11, his Majefty went again to 
the Houfe of Peers, and gave the Royal Affent to the 
following Bills, viz.

of the Collegiate Church of St. Peter, Weftmintler, out of 
the Moneys referved for building Fifty new Churches within 
the Cities of London and Weliminfter, and the Suburbs 
thereof, and for making Provifions for the Minifiers of the 
fame 3 Four Thoufand Pounds for the Repair of the faid 
Collegiate Church, and Twelve Hundred Pounds for fini/i- 
ing the Dormitory belonging thereunto, 

An A& to prevent the coining or counterfeiting any of 
the Gold Coins commonly called Broad Pieces. 

An A&t for making perpetual the feveral Aéts therein 
mentioned for the better Regulation of Furies 5 and for 
impowering the “Fuftices of Seffion or Affizes for the Coun- 
ties Palatine of Chefter, Lancafter, and Durham, to ap- 
point a fpecial Jury in Manner therein mention’d 5 and for 
continuing the Act for regulating the Manufatture of Cloth 
in the Weft Riding of the County of York, except a Clau/e 
therein contained ; and fur continuing an Aét fur the wore 
effektual punifhing wicked and evil difpofed Perfons going 
armed in Difguife 3 and for other Purpofes therein men- 
tioned 3 and to prevent the cutting or breaking donwn the 
Bank of avy River, or any Sea Bank 3 and .to prevent the 
malicious cutting of Hop-Binds , and for continuing an AQ 
made in the 13th and 14th Years of the Reign of King 
Charles II. for preventing Theft and Rapine on the Nor 
thern Borders of England, and for reviving and continuing 
certain Claufcs in two other Aéts made for the fame Pur- 

ofe.

An Ast for appointing Commiffioners to examine, flate, 
and report, who of the Sufferers in. the Charitable Corpo- 
ration are Objetts.of Compajion, according to the Defcrip. 
tions therein mention’d ; and for giving Relief to fuck Suf- 
fevers 3 and for enforcing the Laws made againft foreign 
Lotteries; and for impowering the faid Commiffioners to 
hear and determine the Claims of fuch Creditors and Pro« 
prietors of the faid Corporation, as have not made their 
Elaims within the Time limited by an A&t made in the laft . 
Seffion of Parliament, for taking, ftating, and determining 
all the Claims and Demands of the Creditors of the faid 
Corporation; and of. all Perfons claiming any Share or Intes 
veft in the Stock or Fund of the faid Corporation. 

An Aét for making effettual fuck Agreement, as fall 
be made between the Charitable Corporation for Relief of 
induftrious Poor, by affifling them with fmall Sums upor 
Pledges at legal Inteveft, and their Creditors.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

"HE Seafon of the Year, and the Difpatch you 
T have given to the Publick Bufinefs, make it pro- 
r for me to put an End to this Seflion of Parliament. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

T return you my Thanks for the Provifions you have 
made for the Service of the current Year. I have never 
demanded any Supplies of my People, but what were 
abfolutely neceflary for the Honour, Safety and Defence 
of me and my Kingdom ; and I am always beft pleafed, 
when the Publick Expences are fupply’d in a Manner 
leaft burthefome to my Subjects. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

T cannot pafs by unobferved, the wicked Endeavours, 
that have jately been made Ufe of to inflame: the Minds 
of the People, and by the moft*unjuit Mifreprefenta- 
tions, to raife Tumults and Diforders, that almoft threa- 
tened the Peace of the Kingdom ; but I depend upon 
the Force of Truth, to-remove the groundlefs Jealoufies, 
that have been raifed, of Defigns carrying on againft the 
Liberties of my Pedple, and upon your known Fidelity, 
to defeat and fruftrate the Expectations of fuch as de- 
light in Confufion. It is my Inclination, and has al- 
ways been my Study, to preferve the Religious and 
Civil Rights of all my Subjeéts. 

Let it be your Care to undeceive the Deluded, and to 
make them fenfible of their prefent Happinefs, and the 
Hazard they run of being unwarily drawn, by fpecious 
Pretences, into their own Deftruétion. 


After which, the Lord Chancellor, by his Majefty’s 


Command, prorogued them to Thurfday the 26th of 
July following. 


Account of the moft remarkable Tranfattions in the feventh 
and laft Seffion of Parliament. 


‘E fhall begin with the Copy of a Bill for regu- 

lating the Army, entitled, dn Ag for the Let- 
ter fecuring the Conftitution, by preventing the Officers of 
Such Land Forces, as fhall at any Time be allow'd by Au- 
thority of Parliament, from being deprived of thei? Com- 
wiffions, otherwife than by Fadgment of a Court Martial, to 
be held for that Purpofe, or by Addre/s of either Hou/e of 
Parliament, . 


WHEREAS 
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WwW EREAS no Standing Army can, in Time 
of Peace, be raifed or kept up within this 
Realm, but by Authority of Parliament : And whereas 
the Safety and Liberties of this Nation do (in a great 
Meafure) depend upon the Experience and Virtue of 
the Officers to whom the Command of the Army fhould 
be entrufted, whenever any Military Force fhould be 
judged proper to be raifed or kept on Foot. Now, to 
the End that Perfons of Fortune and Virtue may be 
encouraged to expofe their Lives for the Safety and Li- 
berties of their Country, and not be fubjest, by fecret 
and malicious Reprefentations, to be cafhier’d or re- 
moved from their refpe&tive Pofts in the Army, without 
any Charge or Pretence of Negleé& or Breach of Duty, 
or without any Examination or Tryal whatfoever: May 


it pleafe your moft excellent Majefty, that it may be - 


enaéted, and be it enaéted by the King’s moft excellent 
Majefty, by and with the Confent of the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, and Commons in this prefent Par- 
fiament affembled, and by the Authority. of the fame, 
That from and after the Day of no 
Captain of any of his Majefty’s Troops of Guards, or 
any Commiffion Officer under them, nor. any Colonel, 
Lieutenant-Colonel, or Major of the Regiment, or 
Captain, Lieutenant, Cornet, or Enfign of any Troop, 
or Company, belonging to any Regiment, or of any In- 
dependent Troop or Company, or any Officer under 
them, having his Commiffion from the Crown, fhall be 
eafhier’d or removed, (other than to an higher Pofl) or 
difcharged from his Commiffion, or be deprived of the 
Pay belonging to the fame, in any other Manner than 
is hereafter prefcribed, any Ufage to the contrary not- 
withftanding. 

And be it further enaéted by the Authority aforefaid, 
That if any of the Officers before named, fhall be guil- 
ty of any Breach of Duty, or otherwife misbehave them- 
felves in the faid Offices, that then it fhall and may be 


dJawful for kis Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, to 


grant a Commiffion under his or their Sign Manual, to 
any Officer, not under the Degree of a Field Officer, to 
try fuch Perfon by a Court Martial, in fuch Manner and 
Forms and fubjett to fuch Rules, Regulations, and Me- 
thods of Tryal, as have been ufually obferved.in Courts 
Martial, for trying Perfons for Negleé&t of Duty, or 
other Misbehaviour in the Army, and to cafhier, re-

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move, or difcharge any Officer whatfoever, if fuch 
Court-Martial fhall adjudge the fame s any Thing here- 
in contained to the contrary notwithflanding. 

Provided always, that nothing herein contained thal 
extend, or be conftrued to extend, to hinder or prevent 
his Majefty, his Heirs or Succeffors, from disbanding, 
breaking, or reducing all, or any of the Regiments, 
Troops, or Companies now in Being, or which thal! or 
may be raifed hereafter, whenever his Majefly, his 
Heirs and Succeffors, fhall think fit to disband or reduce 
the fame. 

Provided alfo, That it fhall and may be lawful for 
his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, to ‘cafhier or re- 
move any Officer whatfoever, upon an Addrefs from 
either Houfe of Parliament for that Purpofe. 





This Bill: was prefented on Wednefday the 13th of 
February, by his Grace the Duke of MarlSorough ; and 
the fame being read, it was moved to order, that the 
faid Bill fhould be read a 2d Time on the Tuefilay then 
next.

t. JQ Ecaufe the Exigence of Affairs in Times paft, or 

|} Complaifance of former Parliaments, have, for 
feveral Years, occafioned the keeping up a confiderable 
Body of Larnd-Forces in this Kingdom ; and, as various 
Events may happen, to oblige future Parliaments to 
purfue the fame Meafures, which nothing but the ut- 
moft Neceffity can juftify, they being repugnant to the 
Nature of our Conftitution, and dangerous to the Li- 
berties of a free People ; and, as the whole Difpofition 
of the faid Forces is abfolutely in the Crown, we cannot 
-but think it highly reafonable, that when fo great an 
Increafe of Power and Influence, which was formerly 
occafional and rare, comes to be annually vefted, and 
-conftantly exercifed by the Crown, that fome fuch Li- 


-Mitations as are propofed by this Bill, are not only pro- 


per but neceffary. And we are confirmed in that Opi- 
nios 
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nion, by the Doftrine fo often and fo ftrongly laid down 
in:this Houfe, that the greateft Danger to this Nation, 
from a Standing Military Force, muft arife from the 
Abufe of the Power which now fubfifis, of cafhiering 
Officers, without any Crime prov’d or abledg’d, and of 
garbling the Army at Pleafure. And we heartily with, 
that nothing had fince happen’d, to put us in mind of 
that Doétrine. 

2. Becaufe the employing or removing of all General 
Officers would have been: left in the Crown, if this Bill 
had paffed intoa Law ; for the enacting Claufes were 
only to this Purpofe, That no Colonel, or other Officer 
ef inferior Degree, having his.Commifion from the 
Crown, fhall be cafhier’d or remov’d, (other than to a 
higher Poft) or difcharged from his Commifiion, or be 
deprived of the Pay belonging to the fame, in any, other 
Manner than by a Court Martial, to be appointed by a 
Cemmifion under his Majefty’s Sign -Manual to any 
Officer, not under the: Degree of a Field-Officer 3 at the 
fame Time there is no Provifion in the Bill, that no- 
thing fhall extend to prevent his Majefty, or his Succef- 
fors; from disbanding; breaking, or reducing, all or any 
of the Regiments, Troops, or Companies, now in Be- 
ing, or which fhall or may be rais’d hereafter. And it 
is:further provided, That his Majefty and his Succeffors 
may remove any. Officer, upon an Addrefs of cither 
Houfe of Parliament. We conceive therefore, that, as 
thefe Pofts would ftill have remain’d, upon all Vacan- 
cies, inthe fole Difpofal of his Majefty, and that the 
Perfons now poffeffing them are liable to‘be renioved for 
any Breach or Negleé&t of Duty, by a Court Martial, or 
by Addrefs-of either Houfe of Parliament, the Preroga- 
tive of the Crown would be no otherways abridg’d or 
alter’d, than it has been on many other ‘Occafions, par- 
ticularly in that Inftance of making the Judges to hold 
their Places, Quamdia fe bene gefferint, which were for- 
merly during Pleafure only : Which Alteration has been 
always approved, and we hope will, in no Time to:come, 





_ ever be attempted to be repealed. 


3. Becaufe the Pra&tice of all the Nations in Exrope, 
even where the Government is moft arbitrary, juflifies 
the Intention of this Bills for no Inftance can be pro- 
duced in any other Kingdom or State, (as we believe) 
where Officers are cafhier’d or deptiv’d of their Com- 
amiffions otherwife than by the Judgment of a Court- 
‘Martial; how much ftronger Reafons then have we of 
¥~ 4 this 
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this Nation to eftablifh fuch a-Rule, fince our Officers 
are many of them in a Capacity of having a Share in 
the Legiflature, where it is abfolutely neceflary for the 
Prefervation of the Conflitution, that every Member 
fhould ‘be free and-independent ; and more particularly 
at this Time, when we find the Number of Officers ha- 
ving Seats in Parliament far greater than ever it was, 
even in Time of*War, when above three Times the 
Number of the prefent Troops were kept on Foot? 

4. Although it was objeéted in the Debate, That, in” 
Time of Danger, upon Sufpicion of traiterous Pra&tices, 
it might be neceffary to remove an Officer from his Poft, 
though the Informations might not be ready to be pro- 
duced, ‘or proper to be laid before a Court Martial ; and 
yet by fuch Officers continuing in their Pofls, great 
Mifchiefs might accrue to his Majefty and the Publick. 
We apprehend, that Objection receiv’d a full Anfwer, 
That in fuch a Cafe, an Officer might be immediately 
put under Arreft, or fent to fome other Poft, where he 
could not be fo dangerous:.And we conceive, fuch a 
Method of Proceeding will always be thought moft pro- 
per, when the Crime is only fufpefted, and not capable 
of legal Proof; for it muft be allow’d as unjuft, to con- 
demn a Man upon Sufpicion only, as it would be unrea- 
fonablewto let a° Man “continue in Power, who is ju/tly 
under. Su/picion'; that Part of the Prerogative, which 
will always -be‘efteemed the brighteft Jewel of the 
Crown, the Power of conferring Grace and Favour, 
would have remained entire, had this Bill pafs’d into 
a Law ; only the difagreeable Part of infli@ting Punith- 
ments, was d@figned to be limited, or rather fecured, by 
this Bill, from being turned into an ill Ufe, by the 

private Whifpers of fome malicious or vindiitive Mini- 
Pe. who may, at any Time hereafter, unhappily get 
Poffeffion of the Royal Ear. 

5. Becaufe the Time for the new Eleétions drawing 
near, we look upon this as the moft favourable Oppor- 
tunity of pafling fo neceffary a Bill, fince hereafter the 
very great Increafe, which may probably happen, of 
the Number of Officers in Parliament, may render the 
’ future. paffing of fuch Bill totally imprafticable: For 
while the Officers of the Army remain in their prefent 

recarious Situation, they may be intimidated by the 
Threats of an unforgiving Minifter, from voting even 
for a Bill of this Nature, and choofe to purchafe prefent 
Security. at- the Price of ~— own Intereft, and their 
eal future 
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future Independence in Parliament, in which the Liber- 
ty of their Country is f much concern’d, 

6. Becaufe we conceive the fall Degree of Indepen- 
dence propofed to be given ta the Officers of the Army 
by this Bill, to. be neceffary to prevent their being ex- 
pofed to Temptations, in which (though we are ready 
to do Juftice to the Sentiments of Honour and Virtue in 
thefe Gentlemen): we fhould rather lament than wonder, 
to find a difcouraged and indigent Virtue yield to a cri. 
minal but profperous Compliance ; efpecially fhould we 
have the Misfortune to fee an imperious, all-grafping 
Power-engroffing Minifter, who imay make their political 
Submiffion to his oppreflive and deftru€tive Schemes, the 
only Teft of theix Merit, and the only Tenure of their 
Commifions. .

only expedient, but abfajutely neceffary, fince (by the 
Account given by feveral Lords who attended* fhe Com- 
mittee, and.contradiéted by none) it appeared to the 
»Houfe, that from the Informations of Merchants of un-° 
doubted Credit, Jamaica, Barbadoes, and the Leeward 
Iflands, were in fo defencelefs and miferable a Condi- 
tion, that they might be taken in 24 Hours; @nd we 
conceive, that fuch imminent Danger of fuch Valuable 
Poffeifions, required an immediate and minute Examina- 
tion, in order to difcover the Caufes and Nature of the 
Danger, and to apply proper and adequate Remedies. 

2. Becaufe we conceive, that the chief Reafon urged 
in the Debate againft the Enquiry, is the ftrongeft Ar- 
gument imaginable for it, viz. That. it might difcover the 
Weakne/s of thefe Iflands imthes prefent critical Funtture of 
Affairs, and invite our Enemies to invade them: Whereas 
we think, that this critical Junfture calls upon us, to

ties, or other Inducements, may be tempted to attack or 
invade them. But the Interpofition of a Briti/h Parlia- 
ment will be more expeditious, and more effeStual, than 
the occafional Expedients of fluétuating and variable Nego- 
tiations, which in former Times have been often more 
adapted to the prefent Neceflities of the Minifter, than 
to the real Flonour, and lafting Security of the Nation. 

4. Becaufe we apprehend, the Debarring this Houfe

1. 2D Ecaufe we conceive an Addrefs of this Kind, im- 
powering the Crown to raife Men and Money, 
without fpecifying the Numbers or the Sum, is unwar- 
ranted by any Precedent, and is of the moft dangerous 
Confequence; for ‘t feems to us totally to fubvert the 
very Foundation of our Conftitution ; the Wifdom of 
our Ancefters having provided many regular Steps, and 
folemn Forms, for granting Supplies to the Crown ; 
whereas this new Method of a fudden Addrefs upon a 
Meffage, at once frufttates and eludes all thofe wife and 

ancient Precautions. 
2. Becaufe the Hiftory of feveral Countries, forttierly 
free, furnifhes us with many fatal Examples of the 
O32 Abufé 
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Abufe of fuch unlimited Powers, whenever the Eftates 
of thofe Countries have transferred the legiflative Au- 
thority of raifing Money, from themfelves, by an ill- 
placed Confiderice, into the Hands of a few. The Cortes 
of Spain, by trufting the Power of raifing Money, with. 
out their being affembled, tho’ but for one Year; and 
the Eftates of France, by allowing the Aids for the De- 
fence of the Kingdom, to be raifed for three or four 
Years together, without their being fummonded to meet, 
have never been able to retrieve theit ancient Liberties 
and Conftitution ; but by their weak Compliance with 
fuch a fatal Meafure, were the unhappy Inftruments of 
rendering themfelves ufelefs, and of enflaving their res 
Spe&ive Countries. 

3. Becaufe, though we have all poflible Confidence in 
his Majefly’s Wifdom and Juftice, and all imaginable 
Zeal for the Honour and Support of his Perfon and Go- 
vernment, we cannot approve of a Meflage, which, we 
are perfuaded, was both form’d and advifed by the fame 
Minifters in whom thofe extenfive and difcretionary 
Powers are lodged by this Addrefs ; and we fee no Rea- 
fon, by any Experience of their paft (Economy, to truft 
them with the arZitrary Di/pofal of an unlimited Sum 5 
and as little Reafon, from the Succe/s of their former Al- 
liances, to give any. Approbation to paft Treaties, which 
have never been communicated to this Houfe, or a pre- 
vious Sanétion of any future Treaties they fhall conttaé& 5 
efpecially fince, by their Multiplicity of Negotiations, 
they have involved the Nation in Engagements with 
divers foreign Powers, inconfiflent (as we conceive) with 
one another ; and, in fo great a Variety, we can by no 
Means be fure, that the bef? will be fingled out to be 
fulfilled. 

4. Becaufe the prefent unfortunate Situation of the 
Affairs of Europe cannot be reprefented as unforefeen, 
or unexpeéted ; fince from the gradual Progrefs of our 
Negotiations for fome Years paft, the gradual Increafe of 
the Diforders and Confufions in Europe has conftantly 
been foretold. We therefore conceive, that had there - 
not been fome /ecret Reafon for proceeding in this Man- 
ner, (which Reafon we will rather pafs over in, Silence, 
than attempt to point out) the neceflary Demands of 
Men and Money would have been laid before the Parlia- 
ment at the Beginning of the Seffion, according to the 
ancient and regular Ufage, and which would as certain- 
dy have been granted by a Parliament, which has di- 
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flinguithed itfelf by a remarkable Zeal, Duty, and Lé- 
éerality to the Throne. 

5. We cannot think it prudent, in order to extricate 
ourfelves out of our prefent Difficulties, to lodge thofe 
unlimited, and (as we apprehend) dangerous Powers, 
in the Hands of thofe very Perfons, under whofe Ma- 
nagement and Conduct thefe Dificulties have been 
brought upon us ; if (as we may conceive) the national

contrary, rather bring Contempt (as we apprehend) up- 
on the too eafy and implicit Faith of Parliaments, than 
add Weight and Dignity to thofe Powers, we lodge, 
without any vifible Reafon, in the Hands of the Mini- 
flers.

1. JD Ecaufe the taking away in this Manner, the whole 

Produce of the Sinking Fund, has a Tendency, 
as we apprehend, to the Deftruétion of Parliamentary 
Credit, and National Faith, and is more dangerous in 
its Confequences, as it is founded on a Doétrine newly 
laid down, That the Proprietors of all the Debts ‘fub- 
fcribed to the South-Sea Company, have no Right to 
their principal Money, but only to an Annuity of 4/. 
per Cent. and if this Opinion fhould be thought to be 
countenanced by Parliament in pafling this Bill, we are 
apprehenfive, that the Effetts of it may be too foon and 
feverely felt, efpecially fince the faid Proprietors have 
found by Experience, that they have been paid off, 
when their Annuities, orStocks, were above Par ; and 
the Sinking Fund is now diverted, when, as we appre- 
hend, the faid Stocks and Annuities are likely to fall 
confiderably under Par. 

2. Becaufe we look upon this Proceeding to be contra- 
ry to the Contra& underftood to have been made between 
the Publick and thofe Creditors, who confented to the 
ReduGtion of their Intereft, in Confidence, that their 
Principal and retnaining Intereft would thereby be bet- 
ter fecured ; in purfuance of which, an A&t was made; 
in the 3d Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, whereby it

of Parliament is confirmed by another A& made in the 
6th Year of his late Majefty, which (after reciting that 
the faid Overplus Money will be greatly increafed, as 
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it was from the 24th of ‘June, 1727) applies the faid 
Overplus Moneys, as they ftood appropriated by the for- 
mer A&, and likewife eftablifhes a Contraét between the 
Publick, and every individual Creditor of the Publick, 
that fubfcribed to the South-Sea Company, that the faid 
fubfcribing Creditors fhall have a perpetual Annuity of 
4/. per Cent. from the Year 1727, until they thould be 
paid off ; and then applies the Sinking Fund fo increafed, 
to pay off fuch Debts as were contraéted before the 25th 
of December, 1716, and declared to be National Debts, 
and provided for by A& of Parliament ; which, if it is 
purfued, will be the moft effeétual Means (as it is the 
ftrongeft Stipulation that can be made) for paying off 
the National Debt. -And thefe Appropriations in the 
faid A&ts were manifeftly made to prevent the Appli- 
cation of the Sinking Fund to the current Service of the 
Year, or to the Payment of any Debts incurred fince 
the Year 1716, which, like the prefent Navy Debt, 
may have lain dormant as long as they could poflibly 
be concealed, and been occafion’d by Miniflers, who have 
run the Nation into larger Expences every Year, than 
they thought for their Intereft to demand from Parlia- 
ment. We apprehend the greater Danger from this 
Proceeding, by confidering the Steps which have been 
taken before it came to this Point. At firft, fome Sur- 
pluffes were diftinguifhed out of the Sinking Fund, and 
Supplies for the current Service of the Year raifed upon 
them : Then a Sum 500,000/. being Surpluffes of the 
faid Fund, over the Million which had been ennually 
paid off, was apply’d laft Year in the fame Manner. 
Now the-whole is taken at once ;.and we may jufily 
fufpe&t, that the next Attempt will be to mortgage the 
Sinking Fund ; the Confequence of which wil! inevita- 
bly be (as we conceive) a total Deftruftion of Parlia- 
mentary Credit, and introduce a Neceflity of taxing the 
Funds. The next Step is more eafy to be forefeen, than 
proper to be expreffed. 

3- Becaufe the appropriating Claufe in this A& is, in 
Effe&t, an Unappropriation of all the Money that has 
been raifed this Year, and puts it in the Power of » 
Minifter to divert any of the Supplies to whatever Pur- 
pofes he fhall think fit ; and this, in Confequence only 
of an unprecedented Meffage from the Crown, fpecify- 
ing neither the Dangers apprehended, nor the Services 
propofed ; whereas, Appropriating Claufes were intro- 
duced to prevent the fecret ill Ufe of publick Moncey, 
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and every Tendency of breaking through them, is a 
juft Foundation for Parliamentary Jealoufy and Enquiry ; 
and therefore we apprehend, that we cannot anfwer it 
to the Nation, if we fhould acquiefce, when fuch In- 
novafions are attempted. 

4- Becaufe this new Method of unappropriating Mo- 
ney, raifed for particular Ufes, fruftrates and eludes 
the Wifdom and Caution of Parliaments in the original 

» Grant of thofe Moneys, which is always in Confequence 
of Eftimates laid before the other Houfe, and for Servi- 
ces fpecify’d ; and this too, at the Beginning Of the Sef- 
fion, in a full Houfe: Whereas, this unappropriating 
Claufe comes in, not only at the End of the Seffion, but 
at the End of the Parliament, in’a thin Houfe, after 
many Gentlemen were obliged to go to their refpe€tive 
Countries ; and the Houfe may be apprehended to have 
confifted chiefly of fuch, who had either no Bufinefs in 
the Country, or had particular Reafons for not going 
there "till this Claufe fhould be firft paffed, and take 
Effect. re 

5- Becaufe this Claufe gives Minifters fuch a Latitude 
to embezil or mifapply the publick Money, that we 
apprehend it to be of the moft dangerous Confequence : 
For the Accounts (if any) given afterwards of the Dif- 
pofal of fuch Sums, tho’ impoflible to be credited, may 
be impoffible to be difproved. Domeftick Fortunes may 
be raifed out of foreign Subfidies, and the Money ask’d 
for our Defence, and granted for qur Safety, may be, 
employ’d for our Deflruétion, The Vote of Credit in 
the Year 1726, and what was but upon it, coft the 
Natign 1,797,730/. exclufive of the great Increafe of 
Forces by Sea and Land, that were granted by Parlia- 
ment 3 435,Q00/. were never accounted for to Parlia- 
ment ; and the reft were accounted for under the Arti- 
cles of Money paid to the Landgrave of He/fe, amount- 
ing to 1,079,700/. To the Crown of Sweden, 150,060/, 
To the Duke of Wolfenbuttle 100,0001. To Exchange to 
the Hefians 10,335 /. To Exchange to Denmark 22,6942. 
And all this Expence was incurr’d to guard againft Dan- 
gers which the Adminiflration then gave out they ap- 
prehended from the exorbitant Power of the Houfe of. 
Auftria. 

6. Becaufe the Money raifed this Year amounts to 
3,980,000 /. One Milion is raifed by that expenfive Way 
of motgaging the Salt for eight Years; the finking 
Fund amounting to 1,200,000/, is taken, and every 
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Thing done that can carry an Appearance of eafing the 
Land this Ele&tion Year: But this Bill not only gives 
the Minifters a Power over the whole Supply raifed this 
Year, but by this unprecedented Device, lays a certain 
Foundation of a greater Load upon the Land, which the 
Nation: may be reduced to pay off, with Intereft, next 
Year: And we cannot omit this Circumftance, That 
the Money voted this Year exceeds the Supply to the 
‘ Amount of above ro0,000/. 

7. Becaufe we conceive this Precedent to be the more 
dangerous at the End of a Parliament, and may be fol- 
Jow’d fatally for our Liberties at the Conclufion of fu- 
ture Parliaments: For we have little Reafon to be fure, 
and as little to hope, that future Parliaments will be, 
like this, unbyaffed,. uncorrupt, uninfluenced, by the great 
Number of Employments they enjoy ; zealous Afferters 
of the Laws; Liberties, and Conftitution of their Coun- 
try. And fhould there ever hereafter unfortunately be 
chofen a Houfe of Commons, confifting of a Set of Men, 
corrupted by a Minifter, bartering the Liberties of their 
Country for Places and Penfions; in the moft flagitious 
Manner ; detefted and defpifed by thofe they reprefent, 
they would, probably, towards: the End of their Term, 
compleat the Meafure of their Iniquity, by lodging 
fuch a Power in the Hands of their corre/ponding Mini- 
Ster, as would enable him to chufe them again in the 
fucceeding Parliament, contrary to the Intentions, as 
well as Interefts, of their true: EleStors; by which 
Means, Corruption and’ Tyranny would be entail!’d’ 
upon this Nation, in the moft dangerous Manner, by 
the Sanétion of Parliament. 

8. Becaufe, blending inconfiftent Matters of this Na- 
ture, as we conceive, in a Money-Bill, lays this Houfe 
under the utmoft Difficulties, fince the Delays occafion’d 
by any Alterations made in this Houfe to fome Parts of 
a Money-Bill, may be unavoidable Obftruftions to other 
Parts of it, that require Expedition and Difpatch. 

9. Becaufe the extending of this unprecedented Power 
to the 24th of December next, is'a Length of Time’ be- 
yond what was ever known (as we apprehend) in any 
Cafe, and is; in our Opinion, not only dangerous but 
unneceffary : For the chief Pretence for the Vote, was 
to have Power during the Interval of ' Parliament, which 
may be’ chofen and mect much’ fooner, if it fhall be 
thought ‘convenient, after fo extenfive a Power is lodg’d 
iy the Hands of the Minifters forfo'--, © 
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Denbigh, - Winchelfea and Nott, Thanet, 
Litchfield, Oxford and Mort. Marlborough, 
Goventry, Bathurft, ' Cateret, 
Northampton, Weymouth, Tweedale, 
Clinton, Montrofe, Gower, 
Montjoy, Stair, Mafham, 
Craven, Strafford, Ker.

INCE at the General Court called to be held the 

2gth Inftant, the Trade of the Company it to be 
taken into Confideration, conformable to the Refolution 
of a General Court of the 20th of February laft, I think 
I may, without any Apology, after the Example of 
another Company, who at prefent almoft fill the printed 
News-papers, take the fame Method of communicating 
fuch Thoughts upon this important Occafion to my Fel- 
low Proprietors, as appear to me for our common Intereft 
and Advantage. 

I very frankly acknowledge myfelf to be orie amongft 
us, who, froth the firft Propofal of the Commerce of 
Spain, was for admitting the Equivdlent offered, even 
in Exclufion of our annual Ship the Royal Garolixe, then 
preparing for the Wef?-Indies ; and I am fince fully cone 
vinced, that it had been very much to the Benefit of the 
Company, had her Voyage, according to the Propoful, 
been fufpended. ; 

_ But Tam at a Lofs to coriceive what can be offer’d for 
the non-accepting of it at prefent, when every Proprie- 
tor who has Eyes, by cafting them into the Accounts, 
publifh’d by our Committee of Infpeftion, may fee, 
P 2 Page 
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Page 22, N° 24, the Ballance of ten Years Trade, a- 
mounting to no more than 32,260/. 18s. not half the 
Sum offer’d for one Year’s Equivalent ; the Remainder 
of the Profits being funk in exceflive Charges, or into 
the private Pockets of Particulars employ’d in the Com- 
pany’s Service. 

This, no doubt, with ijl Management befide, was 
the Cafe of our Whale-fifhing Trade, by which, with- 
out Queftion, fome particular Perfons employ’d, were 
Gainers: But I cannot think any one, confider’d only 
as a Stock-Proprietor, diffatisfy’d with the prudent Re- 
folution of not profecuting that Branch of our Trade 
any longer, fince the Company very forrowfully expe- 
rienced, it could not be carry’d on without confiderable 
Lofs: And Iam afraid, when all Accompts are impar- 
tially flated and fettled, for which exprefs Purpofe the 
King of Spain has at prefent a Minifter here, we fhall 
find our Spanifh American Trade not attended with much 
better Succefs 3 for I give very little Credit to what is 





whifper’d abroad, that the Accompts of Trade, in which .. 


the King of Spain isa Quarter Part concern’d, cannot 
be adjufted. So ftrange a Suppofition can only be enter- 
tained by fuch as are ignorant of what dangerous Confe- 
quence the Reality might prove to the future Interefts 
and Welfare of the Company ; for if any, who from 
Time to Time have had the Dire€tion of. our Affairs, 


could be deemed capable of fuch Negle&t and Mifcon-. 


du&t, any Expedient, in my humbie Opinion, were ad- 
vifeable, I was going to fay, almoft necefflary, to falve 
fo calamitous an Error: But as I take the Rumour only 
to be a well-intentioned Policy, to conceal the true State 
of our Trade, *till the Equivalent for the Sufpenfion of 
it be agreed, I have lent my Ears to it without Contra- 
diGtion or Disfavour, and fhould rejoice to fee the good 
Effe&ts warranted, by obtaining better Conditions for 
giving up our Trade, than were at firft offer’d by the 
Commerce of Spain. 

For my Part, I can apprehend no other probable, or 
even pofible Method, but what arifes ‘from admitting 
the propofed Equivalent, that can revive our depreciated 
Stock, and enable us to difcharge the Remainder of our 
Bond Debt, *till when, we can never hope for any. Ad- 


vance in our half-yearly Dividends, fince by the Wif- 


dom of the Legiflature, the mal and ruinous Pra€tice of 
Exceedings is happily and totally prevented, and not 


indeed before it was high Time, as we may learn from. 
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what our Committee of Infpeftion have laid before us, 
where we find to what exorbitant Abufe that evil fwell’d 
and increas’d itfelf. 

I confefs, nothing ever rejoiced me more, than to fee 
fo falutary a Check given to the Bladder-blowing up of 
Credit, which in the Year 1720 proved fatal to fo many 
Families, and had like to have ruin’d the Nation. £ 
could heartily wifh the due Bounds, and the right Ufe 
of that nice and valuable Thing, Credit, were fome- 
what better underflood, than I can find, after all our 
Experience, it generally is : For the Reafon which prin- 
cipally inclines me to be for admitting the Equivalent 
is, That it will be a real intrinfick Acquifition to the 
Company, without any Hazard on our Part, no ways 
fubjeét to the Frauds and Abufes of Faftors and Super- 
cargoes, whofe fhameful illicit Praétices have fo jult- 
ly alarmed the Court of Spain, by the great Prejudice 
the Weft-India Commerce of Cadiz fuftains by them, and 
of which all Nations interefled therein, efpecially our 
own Merchants, make fuch loud and lamentable Com- 
plaints: And who knows what Conftrution Politicians, 
when Time ferves, may give to fuch notorious Abufes ; 
and whether Mafters may not be conftrued liable to an- 
fwer for the Infraftions of their Servants; which Confi- 
deration ever made me cool in Profecutions, from which 
the Proprietors have never yet, and, I believe, never 
will, receive any Benefit. Let us therefore take Profit 
where it is offered us by Treaty, more (I am apt to 
think) than we fhall ever get by Trade ; at leaft, I am 
fure, more than we fhall ever get by Contention.

Spanith Equivalent confider’d. 


This Gentleman reafons very juftly asa Proprietor of 
the South-Sea trading Stock ; but every Proprietor of 
that Stock;ought to confider himfelf as an Engli/hman, as 
well as a Proprietor of that particular Stock 3 if he con- 
fiders himfelf in this double Capacity, he muft conclude, 
that the Profit made by the Nation in general, as wel! as 
the Profit made by the Sonth-Sea Company, ought to be 
taken under Confideration, when we come to fettle what 
Equivalent ought to be given by Spain for it; and in this 
View, we mutt bring into the Account of Profit, not 
only what the Company makes, but likewife what all 
the Supercargoes, Fattors, Captains, and Mariners under 


them, 
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them, make in that Trade ; for whatever Profit is made 
by any of them, is fo much got to the Nation ; nay, 
even their daily Wages ought to be brought into the 
Account, for thereby fo many of the Subjeéts of the 
Nation are fupported and maintained. 

From the fame Confideration I have often been fur- 
prized to fee the Proprietors of that Company fo very 
jealous of the private or illicit Trade (as they call it) 
carry’d on by their Servants; it is, indeed, the Bufinefs 
of Spain to prevent that Trade, if polfible, but I cannot 
Jook upon him asa true Englifhman, who is over exatt 
in that Particular; and Iam perfuaded, it would not 
have been fo much taken Notice of by Spain, if it had 
not been for the Clamour raifed againft it, and the Pro- 
fecutions carry’d on at home. Whatever Profit is made 
by the Servants of the Company, is a Profit to the Na- 
tion ; and as long as the Company are at no Lofs by the 
Trade, they ought to carry it on, and overlook the pri- 
vate Trade carry’d on by their Servants. 

There is one Argument ufed by thofe who pretend to 
have the Intereft of the Company at Heart, which fhews 
that they have very little Concern for the Intereft of their 
Country. They fay, that by this private Trade, there 
is fuch a Glut of Engli/h Goods carry’d into New Spain, 
that it very much diminifhes their Value ; but it is 
certain, that no Man will carry Goods from one Coun- 
try toanother, unlefs he can make fome Profit by the 
Carriage 3 and it is likewife certain, that the cheaper 
the Goods are fold in the Country to which they are 
carry’d, the more of them will be confumed, and con- 
fequently the greater will be the Profit of the Country 
in general from whence they are brought : It is a much 
greater Advantage to England, to have too Yards of 
our Woollen Manufa@ture fold in any foreign Country 
for 1007. than to have but 50 Yards of the fame Sort of 
Cloth fold for 1007, becaufe there are more of our Peo- 
ple employ’d and maintain’d at home in the manufaétu- 
ring of 100 Yards, than could be employ’d in the ma- 
nufaGturing of but 50 Yards of the fame Sort of Cloth ; 
and therefore, if the Price of Englifh Goods be by the 
private Trade diminifhed in the Spanifh Weft-Indies, it 
is fo far from being a Reafon for us to endeavour to pre- 
vent it, that every true Briton ought to encourage it. 

It is hardly poffible for the Company to carry on a 
private or illicit Trade 5 all that they are to look to is, 
that the Tonnage allow’d be yearly fent ont, and regu- 
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larly difpofed of, for the Account of the Company ; if 
their Servants can fall upon Ways to introduce other 
Quantities of Englifh Goods, it may, indeed, diminifh 
the Company’s Profits upon the Sale of their Goods, but 
it will be a great Advantage to the Nation, and there- 
fore they ought to take no Notice of it; nor ought they, 
upon any Occafion, to make Ufe of the exclulive Pri- 
vilege they have againft their own Countrymen, tho” 
no Way employ’d in their Service ; for a ftritt Execue 
tion of that exclufive Power, will always be a great 
Prejudice to their Country, and may bea good Reafon 
for diflolving the Company, the publick Intereft being 
in all Cafes preferable to the Intereft of any private 
Man or Company whatever: In the Affair, therefore, 
relating to this Equivalent, as our Minifters of State 
muft be confulted before it is accepted of, it is not to be 
doubted, but that they will have under their Confide- 
ration the Intereft of the Nation, as well as the Intereft 
of the Company 3; and will infift upon an Equivalent in 
Proportion to the Advantage which the Nation may 
make by the South-Sea Trade, beyond what it could 
make, if the Trade were turned into the old Channel 
from Cadiz 3 and if any Thing near that Equivalent 
can be obtained, it would be very proper to accept of 
it, becaufe it would free us from the Inconvenience of 
‘being..liable to have the South-Sea Company’s Effe&ts 
feized, upon every little Quarrel that may arife between 
us and Spain.

veral Princes in Europe have combin’d to clip 
the Wings of the Imperial Eagle, and gave the refpec- 
tive Inftraments which they thought proper to iffue in 
Vindication of their Condué&t. We now embrace the 
earlieft Opportunity to lay before the Curious fuch au- 
thentick Pieces as the Court of Vienna has produced in 
Anfwer to them, and begin firft: with 


The Emperor’s Declaration of War, 


O* E can hardly imagine a more frivolous Motive, 
fF. than that which the Crown of France borrows of 
the Eleétion of a King of Poland, openly to break’ the 
Treaty concluded at Baden with his Imperial Majefty 
the 7th of September 17143 not only by committing 
effeftual Hoftilities on‘ this Side of the Rhine, in the 
Territories of the Empire, and particularly againft Fort 
Kehl 5 but alfo by projeéting thofe the is going to exe- 
° cute 
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cute in Italy againft the States of the Emperor. His 
Imperial Majefty was informed by his Minifler at the 
Court of Turin, ever fince the 14th of this Month, That 
the King of Sardinia, as Duke of Savoy, being induced 
thereto by the Perfuafions of France, had concluded an 
offenfive Alliance with that Crown againft his Imperial 
Majefty, at the very Time when he was taking the Oath 
of Fidelity for the Fiefs he pofleffes dependent on the 
Empire; that Prince having caufed a Declaration to be 
made to the faid Minifter, That he had made an Alliance 
with France to enter into a War with the Emperor ; but 
that he was at Liberty to flay fome few Weeks at Turin, 
to put his Domeftick Affairs in Order ; forbidding him, 
however, to appear in the King’s Prefence, or to confer 
with his Minifler. - : 

About the fame Time, the Minifler of France, refi- 
ding at the Court of the Eleftor of Mentz, made a De- 





claration there, which ferves only as a Veil to Enter- 


prizes very different from thofe cover’d with the Pre- 
text of defigning to maintain the Poli/fh Liberty in the 
Ele&tion, ‘and which are infinitely more dangerous for 
the Holy Empire. In Effeét, has his Imperial Majefty 
caufed fo much as one fingle Soldier to enter the King- 
dom of Poland to this Day ? And has not He, as wel! as 
the Holy Empire, forborne to take the leaft Step, which 
might draw upon him any Reproach of Hoftility ? 
Wherefore his Imperial Majefty, equally animated by 
his Duty, and by his Paternal Love for the Empire, 
cannot help informing the Ele€tors, Princes, and States 
of the Empire, in a moft exatt, true and particular 
Manner, of all that has hitherto paffed concerning the 
Affairs of Poland, and every Thing that has any Rela- 
tion thereto. His Imperial Majefty affures himfelf be- 
fore-hand, that by comparing the Conduét he has ob- 
ferved from the Beginning, with Regard to the Affairs 
of Poland with that of France, the whole Univerfe will 
be convinced of his Imperial Majefty’s Impartiality, 
and of the felfith Views of that Crown, which fince the 
Death of King Auguftus If. has left no Stone unturned 
to make Advantage of that Event, laying hold of it as 
a fpecious Pretence, to put the Emperor, the Empire, 
and his faithful Allies, in a Situation to appear not to 
have any Right to open People’s Eyes with refpett to 
the Troubles which France was going to ftir up. She 
could not imagine, that the common Ties between the 
Head and the Members, or thofe which ftriftly bind the 
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Union between Allies, could be broke by a frivolous 
Pretence which the Enemy might alledge, to palliate 
his Hoflilities, or by the Cunning he fhould make Ufe 
of, to confound, if it were poflible, the Aggreffor with 
the Attacked ; or Jafily, that all Obligations fhould lofe 
their Force, and Treaties remain but bare Names. 

Some there will be found, who, out of mere Prejudice, 
will blindly efpoufe the contrary Party: It is in vain 
to try to bring them back to Equity by Reafon and Ar- 
gument ; but excepting thefe, there is no Man, but 
in the prefent Jun@ture can perfeGtly well diftinguihh 
who is tie Aggrefior. In Effett, what has his Imperial 
Majefty done in Relation to Poland, befides making the 
neceflary Motions to cover his Hereditary Countries, 
bordering upon that Kingdom, as has been cuftomary at 





other Elc&tions ? What has he undertaken, more than 


the Primate and the Republick required of him, even 
in the Jate King’s Life-time, as. Guarantee of the Polifk 
Liberty ? The Primate did not dare to deny this, as 
often as w¢ have put him in Mind of it in the prefent 
Jun@ture 5 neither will he dare to deny it for the future. 
Is this the firft Time that France, not content with law- 
ful Methods, has attempted to force the Republick to 
receive the Candidate the recommended, exclufively of 
all others, and to the Prejudice of the Liderum Veto ? 
She had taken her Meafures long ago, as plainly appears 
by her late Proceedings ; though, as the Primate ac- 
knowledges, by the Conflitutions of the Republick, both 
ancient and modern, nothing can be more contrary to the 
Liberty, of which thofe Conftitutions are the Bafis. 
The Crown of France gained the Advantage, by back- 
ing her Menaces with extraordinary @reparations of 
War, and at laft beginning Hoftilities at a Time when 
his Imperial Majefty. trufting to the Faith of the moft 
folemn Treaties, could not expe& that France, whom he 
vainly flatter’d himfelf he had concilfated to him, would, 
without any juft Motive, and for particular Views of 
Intereft, take upon her to diflurb the Peace of the Em- 
pire, and that which all Europe had fo long enjoy’d, and 
to the Prefervation of which, his Imperial Majefty has 
fo often facrificed his own Interefls. . _ 4 
Though the indecent Declarations of France, difperfed, 
contrary to all Expeftation, with fo much Precipitation, 
Ieft no Room to doubt what that Crown was meditating 3 
yet his Imperial Majefty, equally fincere and inclined 
to maintain Liberty in the EleCtion of a King of: Poland, 
| ” far 
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far from throwing the leaft Obftacle in its Way, as he 
has prov’d in the Sight of all the World, by his Decla- 
ration, could not perfuade himfelf that the pacifick 
Sentiments, in Appearance, of the Court of France, 
would take fo fudden a Change as has been feen; the 
rather, becaufe among fuch a Multitude of pacifick 
Meafures, his Imperia! _Majefty fhew’d in his Letter 
to the Primate of Poland, fo much Equity, and fo great 
a Defire.to maintain a good Intelligence with the Re- 
publick, that it was eafy to perceive, that his natural 
Magnanimity would not permit him to deviate from his 
Principles, and to havg Recourfe to Methods that fa- 
vour’d of Violence. This Hope, however juft, was 
difappointed, and. the Dyet of Convocation. made good 
what was foretold in his Imperial Majefty’s Counter- 
Declaration, where.it was faid, that all the Steps taken 
by France would end in violating the Conftitutions of 
the Kingdom, both ancient and modern, and in fuppref- 
fing the Freedom of Votes, to place upon the Throne 

the Candidate fhe favoured, exclufively of all others. 
As foon as fhe had taken her Meafures, what Mena- 
ces, what Violences were made Ufe. of with Impunity 
againft feveral Bifhops and Temporal Senators, and 
againft the greateft Part of the Equeftrian, Order ! The 
Liberum Veto, which is the Foundation. of the Poli/s 
Liberty, was fapped by extorted Oaths, which, as fuch, 
muft certainly be holden in Execration by the Supreme 
Being. In a Word, all Efforts were try’d, tho’ without 
Succefs, to excite the Turks and Tartars to take up 
Arms againft the neighbouring Powers: In hort, they 
a&ted every-where fo bare-faced, that there is no Exam- 
ple in all the Annals of Poland, that ever the Laws and 
Liberties of that Nation were yiolated fo openly, and in 

fo many different Refpeéts. CY etyiry 

Thefe are Fa&ts fo publick and notorious, that neither 
the Primate nor his Adherents could deny them, but 
have themfelves acknowledged them in their Declara- 
tion. Such extravagant Proceedings engaged feveral of 
the Grandees of the Equettrian Order to. have Recourfe 
to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and to her Cza- 
rian Majefty, as Guarantees of the Polifh Liberty, and 
to implore their Affiflance. So juft Motives might 
have immediately determined his Imperial Majefty, and 
her Czarian Majefty, to concur in the Execution of 
the Guaranties, with which, it is well known, they 
fave been charged for feveral Ages, and which would 
Q2 authorize 
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authorize them to take the necefflary Meafures : How- 
ever, their Majefties did not make fo much Hafte, as 
Neceffity and their Obligations requir’d : They chofe to 
ufe the gentleft Methods, and the Remonftrances they 
made to the Primate of the Kingdom for that Purpofe, 
are manifeft Proofs thereof. It was in Anfwer to thefe 
Remonflrances, that the Primate made his Imperial and 
Cathlick Majefly an Anfwer, which is in every one’s 
Hands. But how different was the Effect, from the Pro- 
mifes contain’d in that Letter? At the fame Time that 
he gave his Imperial Majefty the moft refpe&tful Affu- 
rances, he lavifhed the moft fhooking Terms upon the 
neighbouring Powers, in the Univer/alia to the Dyettines 
of Relation; then it was, that his Imperial Majefty 
thought himfelf obliged to anfwer the Primate’s Letter. 
Tn vain were Endeavours ufed to perfuade that Prelate 
to put a Stop to the Violences which openly threaten’d 
the Polifh Libertyswith a total Ruin ; his Emiffaries, in 
Concert with the French Minifter at Warfaw, did all 
that was in their Power to arm the Turk againft Chri- 
flendom. 





Far from giving Occafion to Projé@s fo unchriflian,’ 


his Imperial Majefly has declared more than once, in 
the moft folenin Manner, (and his Moderation and pa- 


cifick Sentiments might have been depended upon) that. 


he had no Defign to have the leaft Share in the Ele€tion 


of Poland. Thefe Steps of France ought alone to be fuf-* 


ficient to open the Eyes of the Chriftian World, as to 
what may be expefted from a King in fo ftri& Alliance 


with the Ottoman Porte, as foon as the Turks have their’ 
Hands at Liberty, as well as from the Promoter of that 


Candidate. 
They went farther yet: The Primate and his Adhe- 


rents carry’d their Exceffes fo high, as to violate, in an- 


unheard-of Manner, the Sacred Charaéter of publick 


Minifters, refpected even by the moft barbarous Nations, 


and which the Republick had acknowledged and refpeét. 
ed in thofe that bore it. Did not the Pope’s Nuncio, 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty’s Embaffador, her 


Czarian Majefty’s Embaffador, the Minifters of Great 
vitain, Prufia, and Holland, find in this Outrage, jutt 


fon to make a Common Caufe of it, and to infift on 
the Primate’s giving them a publick Satisfaftion ? What 
Impreffion did all their Proceedings make upon the 


Mind of the Primate ? Had they any better Succefs, 


than the well-grounded Remonftrances they had made to 
him 
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him before? They ferved only to heighten the Rage of 
the Palatine of Kiow, his Brother, who, in defpite of 
the moft ferious Remofiftrances, went fo far as to under- 
take Hoftilities againft the Palaces of the Minifters of 
Rufia and Saxony, to plunder them, and to deprive thofe 
Minifiers, and that of his Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty, of all Communication, not only with the well- 
affe&ted Polanders, but even with their Courts ; and to 
keep them, as it were, under Arreft, as publick and de- 
elared Enemies of the Republick. 

Will not the impartial World be convinced by all 
thefe Fats on the one Hand, of the Indignity of the 
Violences of the contrary Party ; and on the other, of 
the evident Proofs, that the Proclamation of the Eleéior 
of Saxony, which was made in the midft of thofe Vio- 
lences, is exempt from the Illegality, and the other 
Defe&ts which render that of Staniflaus unlawful? With- 
out Doubt : They would have carry’d their Excefles 
and their Violences, much farther, even againft the Im- 
perial_ Embaffador’s Palace, and the Minifiers who had 
taken Refuge in it, had not the Interceffion of the Nun- 
cio at Warfaw, and of the Minifter of Great Britain, or 
rather of the Rufian Arms, proved of Weight enough 
to fufpend the Animofity of the Palatine of Kiow. 

‘It is this Entrance of the Ruffian Troops, that ferves 
France as a Veil to cover her Irruption into the Em- 
pire: This was the Plea fhe made Ufe of to give out 
and threaten with Impunity, Jong before, that even 
tho’ his Imperial Majeity’s Troops. fhould not enter Po- 
land, as. in Effe&t they did not, the ‘would neverthelefs 
declare War againft his Imperial Majefty, to be revenged 
upon him for that Entrance of the Ruffian Troops, for 
this only Reafon, Becaufe his Imperial Majefty was in 
good Intelligence with her Czarian Majefty. Far from 
denying this laft Fa&t, his Imperial Majefty eficems it 
his Glory to declare, that he will always endeavour to 
maintain, to the utmoft of his Power, and with the re- 
quifite Fidelity, an Alliance fo advantageous to al! Chri- 
ftendom. 

Firmly refolved to condemn the Suppreflion of the 
Freedém of Suffrages in the Kingdom of Poland, and 
the Violences to which Recourfe was had for that Pur- 
pofe, his Imperial Majefty cannot difapprove of the 
Succours granted by her Czarian Majefty, at the pref- 
fing Inftances of the Republick, and which the latter 
judged fo receffary to fecure her Liberty from the Vio» 
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Jence of its Oppreffors. And therefore the Ruffian 
Troops cannot be look’d upon as Enemies to the Repub- 
lick, which they have enter’d as Friends, and, fat froth 
attacking her Liberty, have only endeavour’d to fecure 
the Eleétion againft all Violence, and to inaintain the 
Liberum Veto, that moft valuable Depofitum of the Re- 
publick. 

Would oné believe it? The Fidelity with which his 
Imperial Majefty has executed the Treaties concluded 
and obferved for fo many Years with her Czarian Maje- 
fiy, and particularly that of 1726, ferves a third Power 
for a Pretence to declare War againft his Imperial Maje- 
fty and the Empire: What would fhe have done, if 
thofe Treaties had not been fo undeniably juft as they 
are ? Whatever they be, France will find out fome pre- 
tended juft Motive in them, by pretending that it was 
with the Emperor’s Knowledge, and by his Perfuafion, 
that her Czarian Majefty caufed her Troops to enter Po- 
land, 

Thofe who have the leaft Knowledge of Affairs, and 
ate above Prejudice and Prevention, will the more eafi- 
ly judge of that now in Queftion, viz. That about 
eighteen Yeats ago, Matters were carry’d fo far, that 
there were Confederacies and Scifions between the late 
King and the Repubiick, touching the Saxon Troops ; 
infomuch that, to appeafe the Troubles at that Time, 
the Czar Peter I. was obliged to interpofe, and to re- 
move the Difficulties by his Mediation. On one Side 
it was ftipulated, by a folemn Convention confirmed in 
full Dyet, in 1717, that the Sazon Troops fhould de- 
part the Kingdorh ; and on the other, the Profcription of 
Staniflaus was folemnly and unanimowfly concluded a 
vefolved on, and he was declared for ever ineligible. The 
late Czar was Giarantée of both ; the King of Poland 
and the Republick guaranty’d, on their Part, the Inte- 
refts which Rufia had in thofe Conventions: Upon 
thefe folemn A€ts it is. that her prefent Czarian Maje- 
fty grounds all that fhe undertakes in relation to the 
Affairs of Poland ; and becaufe that Princefs will not 
give up a Right fhe fo juftly acquired, France falls upon 
his Imperial Majefty, as an Ally of Rufia, and declares 
herfelf his Enemy. 

Thisjs the true State, and the moft exaét Account of 
the Affairs of Poland. It is eafy to difcern, in his Im- 

erial Majefty’s Conduét, fo far as he has had any Con- 
ern in them, as well as upon all other Occafions, a 
: ' Difintereftednefs, 
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Difintereftednefs, Equity, and Moderation, equal to his 
Zeal to maintain the Peace, and Ballance of [uflice, 
With thefe Principles, who is there that cannot eafily 
diftinguifh between the Aggreffor and the Party jnjur’d ? 
His Imperial Majefty is not afraid to affert, before God 
and the impartial World, that all the Juflice is on his 
Side ; and in this Confidence he has Reafon to promife 
himfelf every Thing that the Order, the ftri&t Ties, the 
mutual Obligations, and the common Interefis between 
him and the Holy Empire, make him naturally expeét 
from it. 

His Imperial Majefty, induced by his Paternal Love 
for the Empire, ufed his utmoft Endeavours to provide 
before-hand, and by Way of Precaution, for the common 
Safety, as foon as he perceived, that neither his Magna- 
nimity, nor his Moderation, could any longer flop the 
hoflile Enterprizes of France. It was to this End, that 
he took the firft Step, and having refolved to draw off 
the greateft Part of the Troops from Silefia, he afflem- 
bled his Army in the Kingdom of Bohgmia, between 
Eger and Pilfen, and gave them Orders to march to the 
Places where the Peace feemed to be mott expofed to 
Danger. It was, moreover, the fame Zeal for the com- 
mon Welfare of the Empire, that induced him to invite 
his worthy Allies, Great Britain, Denmark, Pruffia, and 
the States-General, to affift him like faithful Friends. 
He has neither fpared for the neceffary Pains, nor for 
the greateft Expences, to take a confiderable Number of 
Troops into his Service : He has put Luxemsurg into a 
good Pofture of Defence; not to mention a gredt many 
other Precautions, and early Meafures, which he took 
to.advance every Thing that the good of the Empire 
required of him. He has caufed the neceflary Remon- 
ftrances to be made to the Minifters of his faithful Al- 
lies, and is not afraid of flattering himfelf too highly, 
in hoping they will take Effect ; and that maugre the 
eager Purfuits of France, to alienate them from his Im- 
perial Majefty, their Fidelity will furely triumph ° 
over the flattering Hopes of that Crown, in a Circum. 
fiance fo preifing,ias an open Breach of the Peace. 

His Imperial Majefty refts himfelf with Confidence 
upon the Divine Affiftance, the Juftice of his Gaufe, 
and. the powerful Affiftance of the Holy Empire and his 
faithful Allies: He confides before-hand in the Affection 
of the EleStors, Princes, and States of the Empire, that 
they will all.and each of them affift him faithiully with 

their

their Counfels, and with that intrepid Courage, which 
is fo natural to the Germans ; and that, in Oppofition to 
the Hoftilities at prefent undertaken by France againtt 
the States of the Empire in Germany and Italy, they will 
take a firm, effe€tual, and unanimous Refolution, tend- 
ing to fecure the common Safety of the Empire, in a 
Conjun&ture fo manifeftly unjuft, and the Confequences 
whereof may prove fo'dangerous: The rather, becaufe 
_ itis not in Effest againft his Imperial Majefty’s heredi- 
tary Countries only, which make a Part of the Empire, 
but againft the whole Empire in general, that the mof 
dangerous Projeéts are form’d. They have even already 
begun Hoftilities, againft the Forts and Places of the 
Empire, in the Neighbouring Circles of the Rhine ; 
whilft others are attacking the States and Fiefs belong- 
ing to the Empire in Italy; by the Avffiftance of the 
King of Sardinia, as Duke of Savoy, in Spite of the 
ftri& Ties which bind him to the Empire, and of every 
Thing that Religion holds facred amongft Men, So that 
the Liberty of the Holy Empire is expofed on all Sides 
to the greateft Dangers. And as the Experience of 
Times paft, has fufficiently fhewn what Allay Frenck 
Promifes are made of, though they appear never fo fair 
and tempting at firft Sight, being gilded over with a 
fpecious Shew of fine Words ; his Imperial Majefty does 
not doubt but Men are perfuaded e’er now, that the 
prefent private Views of p Aa both againft the Holy 
mpire in general, and againft each State of the Empire 
in particular, are of fuch Importance, that it concerns 
the whole Empire to oppofe ’em with one common 
Confent, in order to relieve Liberty now in Danger.

Now it is quite another Thing § 
whoever “reads the: Paper in Queftion, muft fee, with 
Surprize and Indignation, to what a Pitch the Court of 
Spain carry their-Exceffes. For want of true Reafons to 
alledge, they heap Falfities upon Falfities, and fpread 
them in the groffeft Manner in the World: The whole 
Paper is nothing but a Series of fhocking Expreflions, 
Railing, Outrage, and Calumny : Paltry Excufe, to 
dawb over an unjuft War, as ever was heard of !

faithful in their Performances in Spain, as they were

' But what the Emperor long fincé forefaw, is now but 
too'furely come to pafs: All thofe Claufes and Condi- 
tions, were Fences too weak to reflrain the unbounded 
Ambition of the Queen’ of ‘Spain's It thew’d itfelf al- 
moft as. foon as fhe faw her Son in Poffeifion of Parr of 
the Territories defign’d him. The Condu& of the Em- 
peror was quite different: That Prince, always attentive 
to’ execute ona fide what he’ Was’ once promifed, made 
his utmoft Efforts to obtain’ tj Confent of the Empire 
to what had been itipulated By the sth Article of the 
Quadrinple Alliance: He afterwards caufed the Letters 
of Eventual Inveftiture to be difpatched, wherein Care 
was taken to infert the Duties to which the Infante Don 
Carlos was bound, as a Vaffil of the Empire. 

* Thefe Letters of Eventual Inveftiture were accepted 
by:the Miniflers Plenipotentiaries of Spain, at the Con- 
grefs of Cambray: By Reverfals dated at Madrid -the 
28th of February, 1724, the Catholick King obliged 
himfelf, as well in his own Name, as in the Name of 
the Infante and his Succeffors, religioufly to perform the 
whole Tenour of them ; and this fame Performance was 
moreover guaranty’d By the Kings of Great Britein and 
France. In 1725, the Treaty of Peace with his Gatho- 
- lick Majefty was concluded at Viennm. The Claufes of 
the sth Article of the Quadruple Alliance, and thofe of 
the Letters of Eventiial’ Inveftiture were therein recited 
and confirmed. The Court of Spain were fo well {atif- 
fy’d with it, that the greateft Part of Europe grew ‘jea- 
Jous of the ftriét Union betweén them and the Emperor. 
Tt was during the Time that this ftri& Union fublifted, 
that a Regulation was made of what ought.to ‘be done at 
the Devolution of thé Succeffions of Tu/cany and Parma, 
to put the Infante in Poffeffion of the Statés which com- 
pofe them.

mention’d : There remained only one Difficulty to be 
removed, The late Great Duke Cofmo, by a Decree 
publith’d in 1713, and communicated to the Senate. of 
Florence, had pretended to difpofe of his Territories in 
Favour of the Eleétrefs-Dowager Palatine, in Cafe the 
Male, Family of Medicis fhould happen to be extin& :. 





The erroneous Principle of the pretended entire Liber- _ 


ty of Florence, upon which the faid Decree was grounded, 
was dire&tly contrary to the Spirit and Letter of the 5th. 
Article of the Quadruple Alliance: It was therefore 
refolved to declare it null, and to fend Inhibitions.tend- 
ing to invalidate that Decree, both to the Senate of Fio- 
rence, and to the Eleétrefs-Dowager Palatine... All thefe 
Meafures were fettled with the Duke de Bournanville. in 
1728, and the Emperor was thanked upon that Score in 
the Name of their Cathglick Majefties : But the Year, 
following, Affairs took affother Turn ; the Emperor .re- 
fufed to comply with Demands which were not cone, 
fiftent with the Treaties ; that is to fay, to permit Spa- 
ni/x Garrifons to be introduced, inftead of Neutral agreed 
upon by the Quadruple Alliance ; and as the Queen of 
Spain imagin’d that the Imperial Court was not difpofed 
to fall in with all her Views, let them be what they, 
would, fhe refolved to break off all Engagements that 
had been contrafted between the two Courts. The Mar- 
quefs de Ia Paz. declared this to Count Conigfegg al] on aj 
fudden.

meneed the amicable Negotiations which were happily 
terminated by the Treaty of the 16th of March, 1731 
Before this Treaty -was concluded with Great Britain, 
the Duke of Liria arrived at Vienna: The Circumftance 
of the Imperial Court at that Time was pretty fingular = 
It refled altogether upon them to admit Spani/h Garrifons, 
by hearkening tothe Propofals of the Duke of -Liria, 
and the Infinuations of the’Court of France ; and they 

confented 
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confented to it, at the Inftances made to them for that 
Purpofe by his Britannick Majefty : They did not do this, 
however, without being perfuaded to it by very ftrong 
Reafons. — ; 





On the 1{t of March, the Emperor’s Declaration of 
War was taken into Confideration by the Dyet of Rati/- 
bon, ~purfuant to.the Emperor’s Commifforial Decree 
laid before them ; the Reafons for it were principally 
founded upon France’s having taken Fort Kehi, and ex® 
a&ted Contributions within the Empire ; and alfo upon 
their having attacked and taken Poffeffion of the Dutchy 
ef Milan, which was a Fief of the Empire. Thefe 
Reafons were anfwer’d by the Minifters of Bavaria, 
Palatine, and Gologn, who alledged, that the prefent 
War was occafion’d by the Conteft in Poland, with 
which the Empire had nothing to do, efpecially as 
France had offered to reftore Fort Kehl, and to make 
good whatever Damage the Empire had fuffer’d by any 
Contributions that had been exafted, or otherwife. At 
laft the Queftion was put, and carry’d for declaring War 
againft France, Six to Three in the Ele€toral College ; 
and 75 to 12, in that of the Princes. We cannot here

$ deplorable as the War, which is a@ually broke 

out between his Imperial Majefty and the Crown 

of France, may be; it is neverthelefs evident, even 
from the Declaration which his Imperial Majefty was 
pleafed to make to the Empire in the Beginning of his 
Decree of Commiffion, as well as from the Paper enti« 
tled, Matives for the King’s Refolution, annexed to the 
faid Decree, that the prefent War between thofe two 
High Powers, takes its Rife from the Affair of the Elec- 
tion of a King of Poland, But let the Affair of that 
Ele&ion be how it will, and all that has been given out 
concerning the Intrigues fet on Foot upon that Score be 
never fo well grounded and indifputable, (for we have 
no Bufinefs to enter here into a Difcuffivn about thé 
Agereffor, nor into an Examination of the Treaties pre- 
vioufly made, without confulting the Empire} with 
Foreign Powers) it is flill certain, that the Empire ha- 
: a ? virg 
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ving neither Alliance nor Special Engagement with the 
Kingdom of Poland, ought to Jook upon that Affair in 
fome Meafure as Foreign, and in which it is not. obliged 
to take Part. Our Bufinefs is, therefore, at. prefent to 
enquire, Whether, confidering the Motives alledged by 
his Imperial Majefty to the Dyet, the Empire ought in 
general to confent to a Declaration of War againit 
France. 

The Laws of the Empire have fufficiently provided 
for what ie requifite to be done for its Defence, in Cafe 
of any hoftile Attack 3 Nobody is ignorant of this. 
But as the Holy Roman Empire is in Peace with al? tite 
Foreign Powers, and the Crown of France, even after 
having taken the Fort of Kei, did declare in Writing, 
the 14th of Ofober, to all the Eleétors, Princes, and 
States of the Holy Roman Empire, by thé Sieur Blondel, 
her Minifter, as appears by the Paper annexed to the 
Imperial Decree of Commiffion, that fhe had nothing 
more at Heart than to maintain the Peace with the Em- 
pire, and to obferve the Treaties, without defiring to 
make Conqueéfts, but even promifing to reftore the Fort 
of Kehl ;-we cannot fee that the Empire can have any 
fufficient Reafon to enter into a War: Befides, it is well 
Known to the Ele&tors, Princes, and States, that during 
the few Years of Peace we have enjoy’d, the Empire, - 
and particularly the Circles, which during the laft War, 
and many others before it, were the moft expofed to the 
Enemy’s Attacks, and could not avoid the Ruin and De- 
firn&tion that always attend the Incurfions of Armies, 
have not yet fufficiently recovered the Loffes they fu- 
ftained, to expofe themfelves again to the fame Inconve- 
niencies 3; and that, for a Foreign Affair, in which they 
have no Concern 3 or to be required to contribute 10 the 
Expences of a War, which may, perhaps, -laft feveral 
Years ; for if we confider with Attention, the grievous 
Confequences of a Rupture, we fhall find, and Expe- 
rience teaches us, that when it is once begun, it is no 
eafy Matter to forefee its Events, or to judge of its 
Duration. Therefore, however fuccefsful this War may 
Prove, nay though the adverfe Party might be obliged 
to confent to an honourable and lafting Peace, the fame 
Experience convinces us, that all the Benefit that can 
refult therefrom to the States of the Hoty Roman Em- 
pire, will be, to have their Countries reftored, but in-a 
much more ruinous and deplorable Condition, than they 
are now in, and without the leaft Hopes of any Addi- 
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tion; ‘#11 the Efforts that have been hitherto made for 
that Purpofe, having proved ufelefs. Wherefore, and 
in Regard his Imperial Majefty has, by his Decree of 
Commiffion, not only recommended the Faét to the States, 
but does therein alfo gracioufly demand their Counfel 
and Advice, certainly they ought maturely to deliberate 
whether, before any Mention be made of a Declaration 
of War, it would not be proper for the Dyet to confider 
of Methods to avoid fo great an: Evil as an Offenfive 
War.is: This appears to us to be the only Means of 
preferving Tranquillity among the States of the Em- 
pire, and of enabling them the better to ferve his Impe- 
rial Majefty and their Country. . 

As foon as the Ele€tor of Bavaria, as Member of the 
Circle of Suabia, by Virtue of the Lands and Lordfhips 
he poffeffes therein, was apprized that that Circle, and 
the other affociated Circles, were to meet, he gave Ore 
ders to reprefent to them the Neceflity there was of put- 
ting their Country immediately into a proper Poiture 
of Defence, without,injuring any Perfon whatever. It 
is fuch a Poflure of Defence, agreeable to the Refolu- 
tions taken in the Affembly of the faid Circles, that his 
Ele&toral Higtinefs! defitres on the Part of the Eleétors, 
Princes, and States of the Empire, and looks upon it as 
a Point fo neceflary and fo important in the prefent Si- 
tuation ef Affairs, that far from defigning to deviate 
from it in the leaft, he is ready to a&t up to his Birth 
and Duty, by contributing to the utmoft of his Power 
to the prefervation of the Holy Roman Empire in gene- 
ral, and of every State thereof in particular: But he 
thinks the giving any Offence ought to be avoided, and 
that it is beft to apply all our Care to the Defence and 
Prefervation of the Holy Roman Empire, and its parti- 
cular Territories. 

1. Becaufe any Perfor, that will give himfelf the 
Trouble to examine, without Prejudice or Partiality, 
the Source and Occafion of the prefent War, will eafily 
fee, in Confequence of the Reafons before alledged, that 
it cannot originally any Way regard the Holy Roman 
Empire, fince the High Parties at War affign for their 
principal Motive, the Care of mutually revenging their 

onour, which they think affronted. 

2. Becaufe one cannot advife or approve, that for a 
Foreign Caufe, in which the Holy Roman Empire has 
no Concern, it fliould be deprived of its fweet Peace, 
lately reftored, and acquired at the Expence of fo much 
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Blood ; or that Endeavours fhould be ufed to involve it 
in a new and burthenfome War, the Iffue and Duration 
whereof are fo uncertain, and the whole Weight whereof 
would fall upon thofe Circles, which by their Situation 
are moft expofed to Danger, and confequently to inevi- 
table Ruin, without deferving it. The Compaéts be. 
tween the Emperor’s Moft Illuftrious Archducal Houfe 
and the Crown of Poland, have fubfifted many Years, 
having been eftablifhed in the Reign of Archduke Albert 
and King Cafimir, and lately confirmed by the Emperor 
Leopold of glorious Memory. The Defign of them was 
the mutual Defence of their Kingdoms, and their Com- 
merce ; but it was not in the Quality of Emperors, and 
with the Confent of the Empire, that the Princes of the 
Houfe of Aujftria contrafted thofe Alliances ; they did it 
for their cwn Intéreft only, and by Reafon of the Proxi- 
mity of their Territories and Provinces ; confequently 
the Holy Roman Empire has nothing to do with them. 
3. As his Imperial Majefty has, during his glorious 
Reign, given feveral fhining Proofs of his Defire to 
preferve and maintain the general Tranquillity as the 
moft defirable Bleifing ; he has the lefs Reafon to take it 
amifs that the States fhould barely put themfelves ina 
Pofture of Defence, becaufe he has very good Ground 
to put an entire Confidence in the Holy Roman Empire, 
and is not ignorant of the difmal Confequences that al- 
ways attend a War, It is remarkable, on the other Hand, 
that other Powers, tho’ ftrittly united and allied with 
his Imperial Majefty, to whom all that paffed in the 
Affair of Poland was doubtlefs communicated, and who 
confequently know which of the two high Parties ought 
to be look’d upon as the Aggreffor in the prefent War, 
have not hitherto thought fit to declare againft France, 





_ either out of their Defire to preferve fome of their 


Territories and Subjeéts, or for other Reafons ; and tho” 


_ fome of thofe Powers are putting themfelves upon their 


Guard, it is apparently only the better to maintain and 


' preferve the Peace. If the Holy Roman Empire fhould

be difappointed of the Affifiance of thofe Powers, the 
Weight of the prefent War would be difficult for it to 


Support, and the Danger much ‘greater and more evi- 


dent ; efpecially, if his Imperial Majefty fhould with- 
graw all or any Part of the Troops he has upon the 
Rhine, in order to fend them to the Defence of his other 
Territories, and leave to the Circles the Care of de- 
fending the Empire. This Fear is neither vain nor 

chimerical : 
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chimerical : It is grounded upon the Experience of what 
happen’d during the laft War, when the Imperial Troops 
were feen to'quit the Rhine, and the Circles alone obli- 
ged to defend their Territories, to their great Prejudice, 
and to the Ruin »f their Countries. Moreover, the 
A&s of the Empire thew, that on the one Hand, the 
States would not engage in the laft War, ’till the two 
_Maritime Powers were in Alliance with his Imperial 
Majefty ; and that, on the other Hand, as foon as the 
faid Powers withdrew themfelves from the Grand Al- 
liance, the fame States thought fit to accept the Condi- 
tions of the Treaty of Raftadt ; whereby they plainly 
proved how impoffible it was for them to continue the 
War, without the Concurrence of the Maritime Powers. 
Wherefore, the Holy Romar Empire, and in particular 
the Circles moft expofed, which certainly have not yet 
recovered the Loffes they fuftained, would do well to 
think of fparing and husbanding their tottering Forces 
for more important Occafions, which may happen, as 
they depend upon the Vicifitude of Human Affairs, 
without which they may repent, but perhaps too late. 
4 The Crown of France cannot blame the Empire for 
taking any Meafures for its Defence, agreeably to the 
Law of Natures for in the Declaration fhe made by her 
Minifter, which is annexed to the Imperial Decree of 
Commiflion above mention’d, fhe folemnly promifes, 
upon the publick Faith, that fhe will readily come 
into any Terms for the Prefervation of the Tranquillity 
of the Holy Roman Empire: Now, nothing can fo much 
contribute thereto, as a proper State of Defence. Be- 
fides, this fame Crown declares therein, that fhe will 
make Reftitution, if fhe has not done it, for the Contri- 
butions fhe has been obliged to raife in the Territories 
of the Empires and that fhe will reftore the Fort of 
Kehl, of which the has poffefs’d herfelf, or put a Garri- 
fon of Neutral Troops into it "till the Peace, that the 
Holy RomamEmpire may not take Umbrage thereat. 
For the many Reafons above alledged, his Eleétoral 
Highnefs, as faithful and affeftionate as he is to His [m-~ 
perial Majefty, cannot, confiftent with his Duty, ad- 
vife, that the Holy Roman Empire fhould engage in fo 
dangerous and ruinous a general War, which may in its 
Confequences occafion the Effufion of fo much Chriftian 
Blood, and the Defolation of Countries, which may fuf- 
fer as much from the Troops fent to its Alliftanee, as 
from thofe of the Enemy. He on the contrary hopes, 
Lf $ 2 that 
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that his Imperial Majefty, who has given fo many 
Proofs of his Love of Peace and Juftice, will be pleafed, 
in Confequence of that Love, and confidering the pre- 
fent dangerous Circumftances, to approve, as was juft 
now propofed, that the Holy Koman Empire fhould put 
itfelf into a natural and convenient State of Defence.; 
and that he will look with a favourable Eye upon all 
that has been alledged on this Subjeét, as proceeding 
from a Heart fincerely affetted to the Good of his Coun- 
try. 

His Ele&toral Highnefs is moreover defirons, that in 
Compliance with the Laws eitablifhed by the Peace 
of Weftphalia, the States of the Empire would, before 
they take Arms, try the Method of an Accommo- 
dation, by Means of a general Mediation of the Holy 
Roman Empire, as has been formerly done in the 
Reign of his Imperial Majefty’s Predeceffors, and par- 
ticularly in the Year 1673. Poflibly every Thingmight 
by this Means be amicably adjufted: But if this Pro- 
pofal, though grounded upon the Fundamental Laws 
of the Treaty of Peace, fhould not ‘be accepted, his 
EleStoral Highnefs of Bavaria ftill perfifts in his Opi- 
nion, that in the prefent Situation of Affairs, it does 
not behove the Holy Roman Empire to give Occafion for 
new Hoftilities on the Part of France; And tho’ it ought 
to be expeéted, that that Crown will ftand by the De- 
claration made by the Sieur Blondel, her Minifter, and 
that, according to her Promife, fhe will not difturb the 
Peace and Tranquillity of the Empire, unlefs the is 
provoked fo to do, his Eleftoral Highnefs neverthelefs 
thinks the Holy Empire in general, and every State ih 
particular, ought, agreeably to the Refolution taken in 
the Affembly of the affociated Circles, to put themfelves 
into a good Pofture of Defence, without Prejudice to

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About this Time the City of Hambourg, by Orders 
from the Imperial Court, gave the Maritime Powers fo 
much Satisfattion, as to publifh the following Decree 
concerning the Commerce to the Eaft- Indies. 





We» the Burgomafters and Senators of the Town of 
Hamburgh, make known, That his -Imperial 
Majefty having abolifhed the Offend Company, and for- 
bid his hereditary Subjeéts of the Netherlands all Com- 
merce to the Eaf? Indies, according to the Tenour of the 
Treaties of March 16,.1731, and February 20, 1732, 
concluded with the Crown of Great Britain, and the 
Republick of the United Provinces: It is on Account 
of the Merchandizes which, in 1731, arrived dire@ly 
from the Eaft Indies at Hamburgh, on board the Ship 
Apollo, and of thofe brought hither in 1732, by the 
Way of Cadiz, on board the Ship Maria- Amanda, that 
the above mention’d Maritime Powers have conceived 
all Sorts of Sufpicion, as if this Town were endeavour- 
ing thereby to encourage the Subje&ts who trade againft 
the Permiflion of their refpe&tive Sovereigns. Where- 
upon, the Emperor has judg’d proper, moft gracioufly to 
require this Town not to permit the Ships coming from 
the Eaft-Indies, and belonging to the late Oftend Com- 
pany, or other Hereditary Subje&ts of his Imperial 
Majefty in the Netherlands, comprifed under the Inhi- 
bition of the Treaties, to have free Entrance into this 
Port 5 and that no Perfon do knowingly buy or fell the 
Effe&ts they fhall bring : ’Tis therefore in order to tefti- 
fy to his Imperial Majefty their moft profound Refpeét, 
and their moft humble Veneration, and in order to 
take off from the abovefaid high Powers all the aforefaid 
Sufpicions, that the honourable Senate, conformably to 
the prefent Conjun&tures and Circumftances, and by 
Virtue of their Magiftracy, give Notice, by thefe Pa- 
tents, to all the Inhabitants and Traders of this good 
Town, that they are to abftain entirely from the faid 
illicit Commerce, when they fhall have Knowledge 
thereof ; in Default whereof, and in Cafe any one cannot 
juftify himfelf, or clear himfelf by Oath, hot to have 
had any Knowledge of it, he or they fhall be refponfi- 
ble for the fatal Confequences. that may refult from 
‘thence: Neverthelefs, the free Navigation, the Trafick, 
Bufinefs, Prerogatives, and Conftitutions of the. Town 
of Hamburgh fhall remain to the City and her Burghers 
entirely preferved, as alfo the Commerce fubfifiing be- 
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tween ‘her and other Nations, and which may be conti- 
nued at all Times, in all Safety and Liberty, without 
any Prejudice or Derogation by this prefent Act. 





From hence we may probably conclude, that the Af- 
fair of the Oftend Eaft-India Company, which has made 
fuch a Stir in Europe for feveral Years pat, is now en- 
tirely at an End; but the Effeéts of it will not be fo 
foon: over; for it is principally to that Company, and 
the violent Meafures that were ufed for fupprefling it, 
that we are to afcribe the eftablifhing of fuch Companies 
in Sweden, Denmark, and Spain. 


About the Clofe of April, his Excellency Prince Eu- 
gene.arriv’d at the Imperial Camp at Heilbron, where 
finding himfelf in no proper Capacity to begin the Ope- 
rations of the Campaign, he refolved to keep on the 
defenfive, "till the Arrival of auxiliary Troops, when 
it is not doubted but he will face the Enemy. In this 
Condition we leave his Excellency, in order to refume 
the Thread of our Account on the Affairs of Poland.

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ING Staniflaus was no fooner eleled, but he dif- 
cover’d the tendereft Concern for the Good of his 
People. Accordingly, the Ceremony of the Day being 
over, his. Majefty the next Morning fent a new Depu- 
tation in his own Name, to the Opponents at Praage, 
(who were now increafed to 10,000 Men, by Means of 
thofe who join’d them after his EleStion) and offer’d 
them very advantageous Terms, but all to no Purpofe ; 
for inflead of giving Ear to his Deputies, on the fame 
Day they drew up a Proteft againft the Elefion, which 
was fign’d by the whole Body the three Days following. 
Still his Majefty was im Hopes to prevail with them, 
- not to goand join the Mu/covites, and for this Reafon 
would not fuffer his Troops to attack them. But on the 
16th, in the Morning, they decamp’d from Praage, and 
marched to Okencow, having firft broke down part of 
the Bridge upon the Viftgja, to prevent the King’s Party 
falling on their Rear, 
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When the King’s Party faw they were gone, they re- 
pair’d the Bridge with all poffible Difpatch, and fent a 
Detachment after them, who attack’d:the Opponents in 
the Rear, and made themfelves Mafters of feveral Bag- 
gzge Waggons. In this Skirmifh feveral Men were 
kill’d on both Sides, the firft Blood that was fhed in the 
prefent War, which will probably occafion the Lofs of 
much more before it is ended, 

Soon after, the Opponents join’d the Rufian Army} 
fome of whofe advanced Guard appearing about Praage, 
it was ‘thought high Time for King Staniflaus to leave 
Warfaw, from whence he fet out with the Primate on 
the 22d of September, and a few Days after, was follow’d 
by the French Minifter, and a great Number of the 
Heads of his Party, in order to retire to Dantzick, where 
his Majefty arriv’d on the 2d of Oftober, and was receiv’d 
with great Acclamations and Demontftrations of Joy. 
Mean while, the Palatine of Kiow was left at Warfaw, 
with an Army under his Command, to keep Poffeffion 
of the City, and oppofe the Mu/fcovites as long as he 
could, On the 29th of September, a Detachment of his 
Army came and pofted themfelves before the Saxon Pa- 
lace at Warfaw, and fent a Meffage to let thofe within 
know they were come to fearch for Ruffians conceal’d, 
The Saxon Officer who commanded in the Palace refufing 
to admit them, they attack’d it both with Cannon and 
Small Arms. The Befieged made a ftout Defence, fo 
that the Poles loft feveral Men in the Attack. However, 
the Saxons were obliged, the next Day; to fubmit, upon 
Terms which were agreed to and-fign’d by both Parties, 
to this Effe&t, ‘ That the faid Palace, and every Thing 
“ thereto belonging, fhould remain untouch’d: That 12 
¢ Domefticks fhowld be allow’d to remain in the Palace ; 
© thofe in a Military Capacity fhould be conduéted with 
© Honour to the Frontiers’ of Silefia, on their Way to 
© Saxony, with Arms, Horfes,*and Baggage ; but’ fhould 
© be from vhat Time, difqualify’d ever to bear Arms 
© againft the Republick of Poland.’ ‘The Poles attack’d 
alfo the’ Hotel in which the Ruffian Minifler refided ; 
but the Domefticks, according’ to Order, retir’d, the 
Place not being tenable ; and accordingly the Hotel was 
plunder’d by thé Poli/h Soldiers. 

On the 5th of Ogtoder, moft of the Palaces and Houfés 
in Warfaw, belonging to the Grandees who' had’ join’d 
the Mu/covites, were plunder’d by the Populace, not- 
withftanding the Mufcovite Army, together with’ the 
— confederated 
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confederated Poles, who had join’d them, being then ar¢ 
riv’d and encamped at Praage, but the River Vifula be- 
ing between, and all the Paffes ftrongly guarded by the 
Army for Staniflaus, under the Count Potocki, Palatine 
of Kiow, they could not get over time enough to pre» 
vent it. 

The Mufcovites and confederated Poles, finding they 
could not immediately pafs the Viflula, in order to come 
atthe Place where the Kings of Poland are ufually 
ele&ted, and being refolved to come to a new Eleétion be- 
fore the appointed Time of the Diet of Ele&tion fhould 
expire, whith Diet, by the Conftitution of Poland, muft 
break up at the End of fix Weeks; erected a Kolo at 
Grocow, on the other Side of the Viftula, and very foon 
agreed upon elefting the Duke of Saxony, whom the Bi- 
thop of Cracow proclaim’d on the 6th of Oétoder, by the 
Name of Auguftus IIT. King of Poland. Soon after 
which, the Palatine of Kiow retired with his Army tos 
wards Cracow, and then the Mu/covites and confederated 
Poles paffed the Viftula, without any great Oppofition, 
took Poffeffion of Warfaw, and in their Turn, plunder’d 
the Palaces and Houfes of the oppofite Party, but did 
not find much in them, they having before taken Care 
to remove every Thing that was of Value. 








Immediately after this fecond EleStion, King Stanie 
aus publith’d the follwing Manifefto, viz. 


Manifefto of King Staniflaus. 


W:* Staniflaus1. by the Grate of God, King of 
Poland, Great Duke of Lithuania, Ruffia, Prufia, 
Gc. To all to whom it may appertain, and in particu- 
lar, to the Senators, Great Officers, and to the Nobility, 
&ec..as alfo to the great and fmall Towns, our Royal 
Benevolence, &c. j 

Trufty and Well-beloved, 

It has perhaps pleafed the Moft High, in the moft 
profound Myftery of his Providence, once more to cha» 
ftife this Kingdom (which fhould therefore be in his 
Favour, becaufe whom he loveth he chafteneth) for after 
having fo happily terminated the Time of Mourning of 
the Interregnum, he permits black Clouds again to dare 
ken our Horizon. Let us endeavour, by uniting our 
Forces, to diffipate thofe Clouds, in order to ptevent a 
greater Storm, The Duty of A, Chriftian requires of we 
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that we pay the Almighty our Tribute of Praife and 
Thankfgiving, whether he afflifis us, or fills our Hearts 
with Joy ; for who knows but he may fmite us now, 
on purpofe that we may hereafter, and perhaps for 
ever, enjoy a permanent Blifs, by preferving our pre- 
cious Liberty ? 

The Malice or Jealoufy of fome of the Subjeéts of 
this Kingdom has been .carry’d fo far, that not being 
{trong enough of themfelves to ruin and deftroy their 
Country, they have had Recourfe to the Enemy, with 
whom, trampling under Foot its precious Liberty, they 
already commit a Multitude of Diforders. It is not 
hard to conjeéture, from what Spring this Malice, or 
rather this Difobedience and Rebellion, proceeds, It is 
doubtlefs, becaufe the laudable Poli/fh Nation, without 
fegarding the partial Exclufion given againft us on the 
Part of his Imperial Majefty, and her Czarian Majefty, 
or the March of the Ruffian Troops, to fupport that 
Exclufion, advanced us to the Throne freely, and con- 
fiflently with the Laws, and thereby gave a generous 
and authentick Teftimony, that. they will not fuffer any 
foreign Potentate whatfoever, to meddie or interpofe in 
the Eleftion of their King, 

Such an A&tion, which cannot fail of being approved 
by all Men of Reafon and Sincerity, could not pleafe 
thofe, who being blind with Jealoufy, and puffed ‘up 
with the Spirit of Pride, fo contrary to a free People, 
feem to prefer a fhameful Servitude, to the moft valua- 
ble Liberty. 

When we refle&t on thefe Misfortumes of the Repub- 
lick, our paternal Heart is the more fenfibly affetted 
with it, becaufe at the Time when we thought to.te- 
joice with our beloved Country, and to pafs the Remain- 
der of our Life quietly therein, we find ourfelf plunged 
into freth Troubles and Afflif@tions. We cannot help de- 
claring here, not with the Defign to arrogate any Glory, 
but only that it may ferve us by Way of Confolation, 
ihat after we were chofen and advanced to the Throne of 
Poland the firft Time, we abandon’d it out of pure Love 
to our Country, to deliver it from the Troubles that 
laid: it defolate, and could not have been terminated 
without the Lofs of the Lives and Eftates of moft of 
the Nobility, if we had not taken that Refolution : But 
as it has pleafed the Divine Providence to recall us to 
the Poffeflion of this Throne by your free Suffrages, we 
have thought fit to begin to make Ufe of our Paternal 
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Endeavours, by truly reprefenting-to you the Miferies 
under which the Republick groans, and exhorting you 
to make your utmoft Efforts tc relieve her. 

After the Ele&tion was finifh’d according to the Laws 
of the Kingdom, or rather during the Eleétion itfelf, a 
certain Number of Citizens of the Kingdom, got toge- 
ther and retired to Praage : They were immediately 
asked the Caufe of their Retreat, and whether they had 
any Motives of Contradiétion to’alledge ? They anfwer'd, 
that their Retreat would no’ ways difturb the free Elec- 
tion ; which was the more fatisfaftory tu every Body, 
becaufe among thofe at Praage, were feveral who had 
figned the rigorous Manifefto or Mandate of the States 
of the Republick, againft fuch as had called in the 
Foreign Troops, or fhould go and join them. But Ex- 
— has fhewn, that this was only an artificial 

eint ; for immediately after, the Bifhops of Cracow and 
Pofnania went to mect the Ruffian Troops, called in to 
deftroy the Liberty, and returned with them to Praage, 
where, by their own Authority, they erested a new, 
but falfe Commonwealth, with the Defign to repair to 
the Field of Eleétion, and there, in a Manner til! now 
unheard of, to build a new Kolo, though the States af- 
ferabled were already retired from the Field of Eleétion, 
after having proceeded toa regular Choice, confiftent 
with the Laws. Whatever Efforts they made, fupported 
by the Arms of the Ruffians, to pafs the Viftula, and re- 
pair to the Field of Eleétion, God did not permit them 
to fucceed. This obliged them to go to Kamia, where 
that obftinate Party, having built a Ko’o, fpit all their 
Venom, by eleéting, under Cover of Foreign Arms, the 
moft Serene Elettor of Saxony for King, caufing him ta 
be named and proclaimed by a Bifhop, and publifhing 
that falfe Ele&tion, made without any previous Convo- 
cation of the States, by the Firing of the Cannon and 
fmall Arms of the Rufians : It is apparent, that feveral 
‘of them proceeded to that Eleftion, not out of Free 
Will, but through Fear of Arms. Let the whole World 
judge therefore, whether they be not fuch as the Mani-« 
fefto above mention’d defcribes them. They are true 
Enemies to their Country; they are Serpents, which 
devour the Liberties and Laws of the Kingdom. They 
have deftroy’d feveral ancient Conftitutions: They have 
not obferved the general Confederacy : They have vio» 
Jated the Oath they took freely, and without Conftraint, 
whereby-not only all es 3 but every Native — 
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that has Provinces in Foreign Countries, or was not 
born of Catholick Father and Mother, are excluded the 
Throne. 

The Bifhop, in proceeding to the Proclamation, is 
guilty of a three-fold Perjury, and confequently, of Sa- 
crilege itfelf: Asa Bifhop, he has invaded the Preroga- 
tives of the Primate; as a Gentleman, he has eleSted 
one that he had abjur’ds and asa Senator, far from 
preventing the Difaflers with which the Republick was 
threaten’d, he has call’d in Foreign Troops ; he has 
join’d them ; he fpills with them the Blood of the No- 
bility ; he ruins their Houfes, their Goods, and their 
Lands. The Kingdom has formerly been expofed to 
great Calamities ; but fuch as are in no Refpett to be 
compared to thofe of this Day, Who does not fee that 
the Enemy’s fole Defign is to deprive this Kingdom of 
the precious Treafure of Liberty, and to make Slaves of 
this brave and warlike Nation ? Wherefore we ought to 
unite, we ought to make our utmoft Efforts to defend 
this precious Liberty, and to put a Stop to the Violen- 
ces committed againft us: We fhall find that God will 
affift us, and that he will give us the Vi&tory over our 
Enemies, who feek nothing but our Ruin. The Neigh- 
bouring Courts which beflir themfelves in our Favour, 
will not forfake us: It too nearly concerns them to hin- 
der this Kingdom from being enflav’d, and the Crown 
from being carry’d away by Force of Arms, whatever 
Neafures may be already taken for thofe Purpofes. Be- 
fides, our own Valour will never fuffer us to yield under 
the Stripes of our Enemies, who well know what we 
are capable of when we are united, 

Wherefore, fince the Republick is in Danger of fee- 
ing her Liberty, with regard to Ele€tions, deftroy’d ; 
we have refolved, Trufty and Weil-beloved, to demand 
your Affiflance, to the End that what has been done ac- 
cording to Law and Juftice, may not be undone, and 
that your precious Liberty may not be quite loft: We 
hope, that in Purfuance of the Laws eftablifhed by the 
Convocation, and fworn to by the States of both Nations, 
you will a&t againft thofe who violate thofe Laws and 
their Oath, as againft the Enemies of their Country. 
We call upon all and every one of you, that love the 
Safety of their Country, and the Prefervation of its 
Rights ; and by Virtue of the Power given to us by the 
Dyet of Ele&tion, we ordain a general Convocation to 

take Arms, in order to drive away and deffroy the Ene- 
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my 3; and you will affemble for that Purpofe, in the 
Places prefcribed to you in the third Summon, the pre- 
fent Order ftanding for two: We will join you, and 
hazard our Perfon in the Defence of our Country, &c. 
Done under our Seal, Gc. 





On the other Hand, his Rival Auguftus, publifh’d 
likewife a Manifefto, as follows, viz.

AUGUSTUS III. by the Grace of God, King Ele&t of 
Poland, Great Duke of Lithuania, Ruflia, Pruffia, Ma- 
zovia, Samogitia, Kyovia, Volhinia, Podolia, Podla- 
chia, Livonia, Smolenfcia, Severia, and Czernichovia, 
&c. &c. Hereditary Duke of Saxony, and Prince Elec- 
tor, &c. &e. 


O all and fingular the Perfons concern’d, efpecially, 

to the Lords Senators, the Officers and Dignitaries, 

and to the whole Equeftrian Order of the Kingdom of 

Poland, and Grend Dutchy of Lithuania, and the Pro- 
vinces annexed, we declare by this our Manifefto : 

Whereas, fince our moft Serene Father was taken from 
us and the Republick of Poland, we have had no other 
Views in defiring to afcend a Throne depriv’d of fo 
great a King, but that, as from our Cradle we have bore 
a Mind full of Love and Affe&tion to this illuftrious 
Nation, fo it might now be in our Power to take Poffef- 
fion of a peaceable and flourifhing Republick, to govern 
it with Piety and Prudence, and if it fhall pleafe God, 
after our Deceafe, to tranfmit it in the fame flourifhing 
State to a Succeffor. 

But in our Endeavours for the Crown of this free Na- 
tion, we have had nothing more at Heart than the Pre- 
fervation of the Laws, which both our Father taught us 
to reverence, and we are refolved to defend, during our 
Life, with all the Power God has given us. And it is 
not without Reafon, that after a free EleStion, accord- 
ing to the Rule prefcribed by thofe Laws, we have 
been fond of owing the Crown to the Judgment and 
Love of this illuftrious People. And fo conftant have 
we been to thefe Refolutions, that though we have re- 
ceived great Injuries and Provocations from fome Per- 
fons, who have more Regard to their own private In -

reft than that of their Country, yet we have chofen ra- 
ther to follow our own benevolent Inclinations, and dif- 
femble our Refentment, than to give the leaft Sufpicion 
of putting any reftraint upom the Liberty of Eleétion, 
Of this, all Perfons difengaged from Faétion and Party, 
were fufficiently fenfible ; infumuch, that by the Fa- 
vour of God; in whofe Difpofal alone all Kingdoms are, 
the Matter came at laft to this Mfue ; that the good Re- 
publick fix’d her Inclinations upon us, proclaim’d us 
King, by an Ele&tion made exaétly after the Direftion 
of the Laws, and deputed feveral of the Senatorian and 
Equettrian Orders, to defire us to take the Government 
Upon us, and come as foon as poffible to her Affiftance, 
in the univerfal Calamity the labour’d under. 

We have therefore Reafon to give Thanks to immor- 
tal God, and fince the Republick has unanimoufly of- 
fer’d the Crown to us, our mutual Love and Affeétion 
require us to yield to her Defires ; and the rather, be- 
caufe we are throughly perfuaded, that the Confidence 
which the Republick has defervedly put in us, will be 
daily confirm’d and increafed, inafmuch as our firft and 
chief Endeavour fhall be to eftablifh the Common- 
wealth in Safety, to preferve her Laws, and fo to pro- 
mote her Affairs, according to the Decrees and Conftitu- 
tions appointed in that Behalf; that the Kingdom, be- 
ing freed from all intefline Commotions, may flourith, 
and be at length difcharged of thofe Troubles, which 
Men of ill Minds have raifed with more Heat than 
Potierity will beable to believe 5 and who, defpifing all 
the San&tity of Laws, and being blinded, as it were, 
with the Defire of reigning, have thought their own 
Good beft confulted by fludying Innovation, and intro- 
ducing an univerfal Confufion, and calling in the Neigh- 
bouring Powers againft the Republick, to the Breach 
of Treaties. Upon thefe and the like Confiderations we 
are determined, by the Help of God, manfully and ftre- 
nuoufly to defend the Liberty of the Country, againft 
all the Attempts of ill-minded Men; and, in a Word, 
fo to difpofe Matters, that Peace may be univerfally 
reflored and confirmed, the Safety of the Republick 
eftablifhed, the Advantages of the Subje& provided for, 
and every one’s Property fecured, as the Conftitutions 
of the Kingdom, and the other San&tions, on which the 
Republick as it were fubfifts, require. 

Now, for the obtaining thefe Ends as we ought, we 
have thought it ngceffary to enter the Kingdom — 
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mitted.to us, at the Defire of the afflicted and oppreffed 
Republick, with our Army, whereby we thal! be ena- 
bled, in dependence on the Divine Will, eafily to de- 
fend and fecure both ourfelves and the Republick, againft 
all fuch as endeavour to difturb the Quiet thereof, and 
feem to fet their Country to Sale, and thereby to feek its 
Deftru&tion. But that all and every one may be more 
fully apprized of the Juftice of our Caufe, and that our 
Proceedings may not be liable to any unreafonable Suf- 
picions or malevolent Interpretations, contrary to our 
real Defigns, we are gracioufly difpofed to declare by 
thefe Prefents, that we have done nothing in this whole 
Affair, with any other View, than in order to fecure 
the Rights and Privileges of the Republick, and not to 
hurt or injure any Perfon that wifhes well to his Coun- 
try. Of this our Army itfelf is a Proof, which cannot 
appear fo numerous, as to caufe the leaft Apprehenfion 
of an Infringement upon the moft fufpefted Liberty : 
But befides this our Royal Word and Promife, we are 
attended by feveral of the Lords and Great Men of the 
Kingdom, whofe Advice we now do, and are hereafter 
determined to follow ; and who, together with us, will 
omit nothing that may contribute to the Publick Good. 
With thefe Intentions we declare moreover, that we 
would not have our Forces be any Burden to the Re- 
publick ; for which Reafon we have given orders, that 
as they ought to be kept at our Expence, fo they fhould 
buy what they want with their Money, and that the 
General and Officers fhould keep a ftriGt Difcipline, that 
the Republick and her Inhabitants may receive no In- 
jury by them. 

And fince the Republick may be thus affured of our 
Good-will towards her, we have nothing more to do, 
but paternally to advife all and every the Inhabitants of 
the faid Kingdom, to aflift our Army jn a-friend!y Man- 
ner, with Provifion and other Neceffaries 5 and for the 
reft, to keep themfelves quietly every one in his Houfe, 
to purfue their Trades, keep open their Shops, or con- 
tinue what other Bufinefs they are brought up to, with- 
out any Fear or Diftruft; and reft affyred, thet no one 
fhall receive the leaft Impediment from us or our Sol- 
diers, either in himfelf or his Affairs, provided he has 
not made himfelf unworthy of this our Favour, by his 
Obftinacy, or any other hoflile Attempt. Nor fhall our 
Forces continue any longer than is neceffary in the 
Kingdom ; being by our Order to depart the Poli/h Ter- 
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ritories, as foon as the Republick fhall be deliver’d 
from imminent Danger and Difcord, Liberty fufficiently 
eftablifhed, the Laws reftored to their Vigour and Inte- 
grity, by an entire Ceffation of Arms, and the defired 
End, for the Sake of which an Army was brought into 
the Field, effeftually obtained. But this will be done 
with more Eafe and Expedition, if all Perfons will as 
chearfully and courageoufly afhft our Forces, as we are 
ready with a tendee and paternal Affe&tion, to prefer the 
Good of the Republick to our own Advantage, and to 
punith her Oppreffors. 

Lafily, We do by thefe Prefents, of our innate Cle- 
mency, invite all thofe to return, who, defpifing the 
Good and Safety of their Country, have hitherto fepa- 
rated themfelves from us and the Republick ; and we 
promife them an abfolute Pardon and Indemnity, if 
they immediately fly into the Bofom of the Republick, 
and at our Royal Coronation, now ready to be folem- 
nized, and in the following Affembly, no longer refufe 
to employ all their Power, in order to reftore to their 
too much diftreffed Country, her former Peace and 
Tranquillity. To conclude, we doubt not, but God, 
under whofe Protef&tion we have fet out upon this Af- 
fair, and without whom we fhall never hereafter under- 
take any Work, will grant us a happy Succefs, and 
eftablifh our Throne, to the Increafe of his Glory, and 
the Advancement of the Republick. And for the bet- 
ter afcertaining of the Premiffes, we have fubfcribed 
this Manifefto with our own Hand, and order’d our Seal 
to be put to it. Given at Drefden, Nov. 6, 1733.

The Primate, likewife, in order to juftify his Con- 
duct, not only with Regard to the Eleftion, but alfo, 
during the whole Courfe of the Interregnum, publithed 
his Maniféfto, as follows, viz. 


Manifeflo of the Primate of Poland. 


HE falfe Reports that have been induftrioufly 
{pread, in Relation to what paffed in Poland, du- 
ring the Interregnum ; the unjuft and malicious Infinua- 
tions, with which the Enemies to the Republick’s Tran- 


guillity have endeavour’d to blacken my Condu&, ac- 


culing 
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eufing me of having govern’d the Kingdom in an af* 
fe&ted and felfifh Manner, check’d the Freedom of Votes» 
and violated the Laws upon which that Liberty i® 
grounded ; and laftly, the Neceflity of making it appear 
to the World, that our Enemies had not in fuch Pro 
ceedings, neither have they yet, any other View, than 
totally to fubvert and ruin the Rights, Prerogatives, 
and Liberty of our dear Country ; are Motives too pref- 
fing for me to defer any longer a Vindication of my 
Condu&, in order to convince the whole Univerfe, by a 
fuccin& and fincere Narrative ef what paffed before and 
after the Eleétion, of the Falfhood of what has been 
publifhed to the contrary. 

‘My firft Care, after the Death of King Augufas, of 
glorious Memory, was to reconcile and unite our Bre- 
thren ; and I had the Happinefs to fucceed therein. I 
@id nothing without the Privity and Confent of the Se» 
nate and Nobility, ftill affembled upon Occafion of the 
extraordinary Dyet, fummoned by the late King: I 
fent Minifters to the neighbouring Courts: I held fre- 
quent Councils with the Senators and Minifters of the 
two Nations; I figned nothing but what was unani- 
moufly agreed to ; I took proper Meafures with the 
Regimentarics of both Nations, to fecure the fafety of 
the Kingdom at home and abroad, and to prevent the 
Inconveniencies which might arife from private and un- 
lawful Affemblies: In a Word, that I might have no- 
thing tu reproach myfelf withal, I communicated every 
‘Thing to the Republick, and did nothing without her 
Approbation, though as Primate I might have difpenfed 
with this upon feveral Occafions. 

The Day being came for the Dyet of Convocation to 
meet, I contented myfelf with reprefenting the Dan- 
ger to which the Kingdom was expofed, and left the 
Care of preventing it to the Prudence of a free Nation. 
There were great Debates in the Beginning of that 
Dyet, about the Choice of a Marfhal ; the Difpute ran 
very high, and Jafted fome Days, which retarded the 
Difpatch of Bufinefs: But by my Endeavours, and thofe 
of the Senate, a Calm was at laft reftored ; a Marthal 
was elefted ; and thereupon the Nobility. join’d the Se. 
nate. As Primate, I heard the Sentiments of the Nun- 
cio’s, and came into what they propoféd and what they 
rejected. The principal Subject of their Deliberations 
wag, the Refolution formerly taken, to exclude all Piaftes 
(Natives) the Throne: They -heinouwfly refented the 
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Injuftice.of fuch a Refolution : They faw with Indig. 
nation the Shame and Difgrace it had brought upon the 
Nation ; and in order to efface it, they propofed not to 
make Choice of any for King but a true Piafte, and to 
exclude all Foreigners the Throne. This Propofal was 
unanimoufly agreed to, and pafied without the leaf 
Contradigtion ; and in order to make it more effe&tual, 
it was refolved to confirm it by an Oath; This Refolu- 
tion paffed alfo unanimoufly : It is true, there were warm 
Debates upon the Queftion, but they regarded only the 
Form of the Oath, and not the Oath itfelf. After I had, 
as Primate, taken that Oath, whereby not only.all Fo- 
feigners, but-likewile-all thofe who were in Poflefion 
of Foreign Provinces, or who had Troops on ton or 
who were not born of Catholick Father and Mother 
were excluded the Throne, the Bifhops, Senators, an 
others, took it after me, and every one did it chear- 
fully, and without the leaft Conftraint, The Bifhops 
{wore at the fame Time, that they would not invade 
the Rights of the Primate, The Republick afterwards 
declared this Oath to be a fundamental Law of the King- 
dom ; fome Conflitutions were drawn up, and the Day 
was fixed for the Dyet of Eleftion, at the ufual Place, 
according to Law. And thusended the Dyet of Convo- 
cation. 
*Till that important Day, (for the. Meeting of the Dyet 
of Eleétion) I enter’d into no Intrigue to the Prejudice 
of the Republick ; and I was fo far from being govern'd 
by a prevalent Paffion for any particular Perfon, that I 
carefully avoided. engaging in any Faétion. However, 
I confefs Iwas ever defirous, that the Moft Serene King 
Staniflaus fhould be raifed to the Throne ; I thought him 
wery worthy of it, and indeed more than any other, 
upon Account of his eminent Qualities; but I declare 
at the fame Time, that, whatever my Defire was in 
that Refpeé&t, my Obftinacy did not go fo far, as to with 
he might have it to the Prejudice of the Republick : I 
had put my Truft in God ; and it was by his Afiftance, 
and that of the free Poli/h Nation, that I hoped to fee an 
End put to the Miferies of the Republick, by the Choice 
of adefirable King. Advantageous Offers were, made to 
me, and Menacés in their Turn ; but I rejetted the one, 
and defpifed the other. I could never give my Confent, 
dire&tly or indireGtly, to the Entrance of any Foreign 
Army, I conftantly rejefted the Inftances made by the 
MMinifiers of the Foreign Powers for an Exclufion, be- 
caute 
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caufe I perceived, that it had no other View, but to 
their own particular. Intereft and Advantage ; _ belides 
that fuch an Exclufion could not but be difhonourable 
to the Republick, and tend to its total Ruin. As the 
faid Powers did not fail to continue their Inflances in 
that Refpe&t, I foon perceiv’d, that they defigned to 
ftick'a Dagger at the Heart of our Liberty. I wrote ace 
cordingly in the Naime of the Republick, reprefented 
by thofe, whom the two Nations had nominated in the 
Dyet.of Convocation to aflift me with their Advice, to 
all the Courts of Europe, defiring them not to fuffer the 
Republick to be opprefs’d: I fent Minifters to his Im- 
perial Majefty, and to the moft Tluftrious Czarina, to 
reprefent to them that we were a free Nation ; that we 
were independent of all the World 5; and that we would 
never permit the Exclufion to be given 3 defiring them 
to drop their Inftances’for that Purpofe, and not to con- 
cern themfelves with our Ele&tion, which depended en- 
tirely upon ourfelves, 

The Day for opening the Dyet of »Ele&tion being 
tome, I\had nothing in View, but a punctual Execution 
of the Laws eftablifhed ‘in the Dyet! of Convocation, 
with Regard to the Etection, and the inviolable Main- 
tenance of the Liberty-of my Country;> The Dawning 
of that Dyect was’ very Peaceful, andthe Marthal was 
chofen in a few Days but this Tranquillity did not 
jaft long 3 Men’s Spitits were inflamed upon the News 
wf the Entrance of the Ruffians into the Kingdom, certi- 
fy’d and confirmed by the Chancellor and Regimentiry 
of Lithyania ; The whole Affembly were :grieved at it's 
they were furprifed at: the Regimentary’s Conduct upon 
that; Qccafion, and .after feveral. Speeches,’ which could 
not be agreeable to him, ‘it was refolved to ufe all poffible 
Means to difcover. who they were that had ¢alled the 
Ruffians into the Kingdom: The Regimentary being 
feized with a Panitk, probably throdgh Remorfe of 
Confcience, he quitted the Field of EleGtion, without 
‘making any *Proteft,:ant retired to Praage. Deputies 
were fent to him, todemand the Reafon of :his Retreat ; 
cand his ‘Anfwer'was, That his Retreat would no ways 
‘im pede the EleGtion.’. A few Days after, the States drew 
up-a Manifeflo againft théfé that had called the Ru/fians 
intoithe Kingdom. That’ Manifefto was fign’d, not only 
“by thofe in the Fieldiof -Ele&tion, but even. ‘by thofe at 
Praage \whence we*concluded, that théfe Jat had no 
Share 4n-the Entrance of the wy into the ——. 
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We refolved therefore ta proceed to the Elegtion imme. 
diately, according to the Tenour of the Conftitution of 
the Dyet of Convocation, which enjoins, That the Elec- 
tion fhould be-made in the thorteft Time that was poffible 5 
but that, in Cafe it could not be made fa foon as it were to 
de wifhed, the Dyet fhould, in all Events, laft but fix 
Weeks. Before we proceeded to the A& of Ele&tion, I 
yode on Horfeback, according to the Ceremonial, thro” 
the feveral Palatinates, Starofties, and Diftrif&ts affem- 
bled, asking them, Whom they would have for King ? 
And telling them, at the fame Time, that the Procla- 
amation would be made the next Day. Whilft I was go- 
ing this Round, nothing was to be heard but God fave 
King Staniflaus, I acknowledge at the fame Time, that 
there were fome, who feemed to be of a contrary Opi- 
nion: Thefe retired into their Quarters, in ali Proba- 
bility, to draw up their Niepoxzwalam. The next Day, 
I finith’d the Tour of the Palatinates, Starofties, and 
Difiris : I -was obliged to doit on Foot, my Horfe 
being flartlifh, on the repeated Cries of God ‘fave King 
Staniflaus. Thefe Cries were repeated with fo- much 
Zea), that I could no Jonger forbear complying with the 
prefiing Inftances of the Affembly, and proceeding im- 
mediately to the Nomination of the King ; but before I 
did fo, I-declared thofe who were at Pr aage to be abfent 5 
-And as’ Nobody appeared to contradi& it, (for fome were 
filent, and others fet out on their Return Home, among 
vwhich laft was the Staroft Opoczynski,, who affured mé by 
‘Letter, that he retired withoyt Contradiftion) I proceéd- 
ed, by Virtue of my Office, to; the Nomination of the 
King 3 but. I was interrupted by M. Kamienski; Captain 
of the Diftri&t of Krziemia in the Palatinate of Volkinia, 
who prefented to me his Niepozwalam, which obliged 
_me tobe filent. for fome Time ; ’till at laft, waving his 
Contradi&tion, I proclaimed the Moft Serene King ‘Sta- 
niflaus now reigning, without any Oppofition, as Ivca}l 
God to witnefs, who knows the moft feoret Recefles of 
our Hearts’; and alfo the People, who confifled of above 
yoo Enfigns,.and cry’d out unanimoufly, and without 
Intermitiion; Gad fave King Staniflaus. I efteem it my 
peculiar Happinefs, that: I have proclaim’d the very 
King that envious Nation’’ would fain have’ excluded 
the Throhe.;, ,beeaufe, if they had fucceeded -in “their 
Defin, there'had been an Endiof. our Liberty for ever.: 
. They would have always forced us to chufe a King to 
< their Liking. ..% 
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Thus have I given you.a true and particular Account 
of all that was done in Relation to the Eleciion of our 
King: And yet, as lawful and unanimous as it was, 
there are falfe Brethren that call it in Queflion : They 
boldly affert, that it was a plain Violatien of their Li- 
biberty ; whereby, and by the whole Tenour of theic 
Conduét, fince their Retreat to Praage, they plainly 
make it appear, that they called the Ruffians into the 
Kingdom ; which makes them guilty of all the inno- 
cent Blood, that, in ajl Probability, will be fpilt. But, 
fuppofing there had been fome Perfons of a contrary 
Opinion, their Number was very {mall, and they did 
not appear “till the Day that publick Notice was given, 
that the Eleétion was fixed for the next Day; and not 
on the Day of the Nomination of the King; which, 
according to the Laws, as well as Cuftoms, is never 
made on Horfeback, but in the Trenches or Quarters 
prepared for that Purpofe, and where it was flill free for 
thofe who were minded to contradict, to deliver in their 
Niepozwalam. ' 

he King’s Enemies, refolving to execute the perni- 
cious Defigns they had been hatching at Praage, went 
and joined the Ruffians, and formed a pretended Repub- 
lick among themfelves, or rather a tumultuous Con- 
{piracy of. Men; who, having declared themfel ves Ene- 
mies to their Country, in Confequence of the Mani- 
fefto they figned, make it their Study to defiroy our Li- 
_berty, by opprefling the true and innocent Republick. 
But that which renders the Cafe yet more deplorable is, 
that there. are among them Apoftles of the Lord, Bi- 
fhops »who, like fudas, betray their own Mother, that 
is tofay, their Country. . Thefe are the Bifhops, who 
have, incurred a three-fold Perjury, that harden more 
and, more the Hearts; of the Temporal Lords, by autho- 
-rizing their Temerity, and,making them believe it is 
jutand right. At lait the Opponents returned to Praage : 
They imagined, that if they could but proceed to a new 
Eleétion, before the Expiration of the fix Weeks which 
the Dyet might laft, that Ele&tion would be lawful ; 
‘but ‘as that Term was not appointed by way of a Law, 
but only as a Prolongation, in Cafe they could not come 
to an Eleftion fooner, this muft be look’d upon as mere 
Chimara,. becaufe the Eleg&ion had been lawfully made 
before, according to the Conftitutions. They likewife 
fancy’d, that, if they could but get into the Field of 
EleStion between Warfaw and Wola, their Eleftion 
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would pafs Mufter : They made all imaginable Efforts 
to get thither, not {paring even Fire and Sword, but to 
no Purpofe. Mean Time it was difcover’d, that the 
Minifters of Rufia and Saxony maintain’d a Correfpon- 
dence with the Opponents ; whereupon, the Regimen- 
tary refolved to diilodge them from Warfaw, and to at- 
tack them in Cafe of Refufil, which he did. Foreign 
Minifters ought to enjoy the Privileges of the Law of 
Nations, fo long only as they themfelves obferve the 
| Laws annexed to them. 

In fhort, the Opponents perceiving they could not 
pafs the Viffula, they retired into a Wood, where they 
erefted a fort of Kelo, and chofe a King ; but what 
King ? A Foreigner; a Prince that poffeffes Provinces 
out of the Kingdom, and who has Soldiers in his Pay 3; 
a Prince born of a Lutheran Mother 3; a Prince, in fhort, 
that will employ his Troops to reduce a free Nation to 
a blind Obedidience.. Good God! Of what Ufe are the 
Conftitutions made in the Dyet of Convocation ? Of 
what Force is the Oath taken therein ? Of what Signi- 
fication is that folemn Confederacy to ele&t none“ but a 
Piafte 2

ther any Foreign Power had a’ Right to give an Exclu- 
fion to Staniflaus, or to intermeddle in the Election of a 
King of Poland, any other Way than by Negotiation ? 
And 2dly, Which of the two EleStions is the moft legal, 
and moft conformable to the Laws and Conftitution of 
the Polifk: Government ? Upon thefe two Points much 
has been written, befides the publick Papers whith’ we 
have given Copies of : We'cannot afford ‘Room for any 
of thofe private Pieces which have been publith’d upon \ 
this Occafiun ; but fhall give our Readers the Subtlance 
of what has been publifh’d in Poland, or eHewhere, -on 
‘both Sides of the Queflion. b Tavs 
' In the firft Place, Whether any Foreign Powier «had a 
Right to intermeddle in the Eleétion, or to give an'Extlu- 
fion to any Candidate? As to this Part of the Queftion, 
the Germans and Ruffians'fay they had a Right to intet- 
meddle, becaufe, by feveral Patta Conventa, or Treaties, 
‘between them and the Republick of Poland, they have 
' den, tla become 


| From the Accounts and Papers we have: now given, 
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become Guarantees of the Liberties and prefent Form of 
Government eflablifhed in that Country, and confe- 
quently are engaged to defend them, when thcy are at- 
tacked by any Foreign Power, or by any Party amongtt 
themfelves, influenced by any Foreign Power. That, 
upon the prefent Occafion, the Primate and his Party, 
influenced by French Counfels and French Gold, had op- 
predict the Liberties of Poland, and had entirely over- 
rned that ancient Conftitution of a Liderum Veto, or 
negative Voice, in which the very Effence of the Poli/h 
Conftitution confifls. Ergo, &c. 
To this it is anfwer’d by the Primate and his Party, 
hat, granting there was fuch a Guaranty as is pretend- 
ed, yet it is not to be prefumed, that that Guaranty is 
to operate againft the Polifh Nation itfelf: That if the 
Polifk Nation thould unanimoufly agree to alter any of 
their old Conftitutions, or Forms of Government, nei- 
ther the Germanans, nor the Ruffians could, from fuch a 
Guaranty, juftly pretend to fay, You fhall not do fo 5 
or if you do, we will invade you with al! our Forces ; 
for the putting of fuch a Meaning upon any fuch Gua- 
ranty, would be fubjef&ting the Nation to thofe very 
Powers, who had become the Guarantees for its Liberty : 
Therefore, the Meaning of every fuch Guaranty mutt 
be, that if any Foreign Power fhould invade the Coun- 
try, or any Party among themfelves fhould cal! in Fo- 
reign Affiftance, with a View to overturn their Govern- 
ment, that then the Guarantees fhall come to their Af- 
fiftance 3 but furely the Guarantees of the Liberties of 
a Country, are not to come to the Affiftanee of a {mall 
Party, who have rebell’d againft the Government of 
their Country, under a Pretence, that that Party is op- 
preffed by the Government fupported only by their 
own Countrymen ; which is the prefent Cafe, with 
Refpeét to Poland. 
As to the Exclufion of Staniflaus, the Germans fay, 
that by the Conftitutions even of Poland itfelf, he has 
Jong fince been declared an Outlaw ; and as none of the 
Laws or Conftitutions of Poland can be repealed or abro- 
gated during an Interregnum, therefore the Ele&ting of 
taniflaus would be a Breach of the Conftitution of Po- 
land, which the Emperor, as one of its Guarantees, has 
not only'a Right, but is obliged to guard againft ; fo 
that he had a very good Title to give the Exclufion to 
Staniflaus, To this the Mufcovites add, that Staniflous 
was not only declared an Outlaw and Enemy to his 
Countty, ..

Country by the Conftitutions of Poland, but likewife 
by thefe Conflitutions, it was exprefly provided, that 
he fhould never be allow’d to remount the Throne of 
Poland ; and that by a particular Treaty between the \ 
Jate Czar, and the King and Republick of ‘Poland, the 
Czar became an exprefs Guarantee of this ‘particular 
Conftitution, by which he and ‘his Succeffors were obli- 
gedto employ all the Forces with which God had en- 
trufled them, to prevent Staniflaus’s ever remounting 
the Throne of Poland. ; : 
To this it is enfwer'd by the Primate and his Party, : 
that every Law that is made, may be repealed by the 
fame Power that made it: That during an Interregnum 
in Poland, the Primate and Republick is the very fame 
with the King and Republick ; their Powers are. the 
fame, and they have an equal Power of making, re- 
pealing, or amending any Law or Conititution that ever 
was made in that Country.” That as Staniflaus was out- 
law’d, and declared an Enemy to his Country, bya Law . 
made by the then King and Republick, the Primate 
and Republick might repeal that Law ; and the clefting 
him King, was an effectual Repeal of it ; and confe- 
quently was no Breach of their Conftitution, but was 
what the Republick had a Right to do, and might do 
whenever they had a Mind, without advifing with, 
or confulting any Power whatever. That any Party 
aniongit themfelves might have declared or protefted 
againft the Repeal of that Law, or againft the ele&ting 
of Stariflaus s and any fuch Declaration or Proteftation, ' 
if''properly enter’d, would have been anh effeétual Bar 
againft fuch Repeal, or fuch EleGtion ; but whether fuch 
Proteftation-was properly enter’d, was to be determined 
by the Nation itfelf, and not by-a’ Foreign Power by way 
of Guaranty. That as‘to the Cafe of Mufcovy, the 
Meaning of: the particular Guaranty ‘enter’d’ into by . 
thém;:could not be fuppofed to be of any other Nature, 
than -that the Mufcovites thould. guaranty that Law or + 
Conftitution, as long as*it remained a Law or Conftitu- 
tinmrof the Repubtick, which it did not, afterit was - 
repealed by Stanijlaus’s being anew ele&ted King, by thew 
free and unanimous Voice of the Republick, ' That if » 
the: Polanders had by their Treaty with ‘the. ‘late Czar, 
engaged never to eleét Staniflaus_for their King, the pte- 
fent-Czarina might have juftify’d his Exclufion’s but as 
they never did enter into any fuch Engagement, neither | 
the Czarina; nor any other-Power on Barth, had a:Right : 
Po? a | ae te 
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t0 give an Exclufion, either to Staniflaus, or to any other 
Candidate for their Throne. 

The Primate and his Party further fay, that imme- 
diately upon the Death of their late King Augufus 1. 
the Courts of Vienna and Mofcow concerted Meafures to- 
gether, and laid a Scheme for direfting the enfuing 
. Eleftion of a King of Poland, according to their own 
private Views, and without any Regard to the Laws, 
Liberties, or Intereft of the Republick of Poland. That 
in Purfuance of this Defign, they at firft refolved to 
give the Exclufion both to Stanifaus and the Ele@or of 
Saxony ; and that this Exclufion as to both proceeded en- 
tirely from particular Views of their own, as foon after- 
wards appear'd from their not only withdrawing their 
Exclufion as to the EleGtor of Saxony, but declaring in 
the moft pofitive, nay, even threatening Manner in his 
Favour. 

That the Exclufion given by the Court of Vienna to 
Staniflaus, proceeded from his being nearly related to, 
and fupported by the King of France; which was, in- 
deed, goed Reafon for the Court of Vienna’s being againt 
him, but was as good a Reafon for the Polanders to be 
for him ; becaufe it is always their Intereft:to be well 
with France, in order to prevent their being oppreffed 
by the Germans ; and the Exclufion given to him by 
the Court of Mofcow, proceeded from his being a Friend 
to, and fupported by the Swedes, which was, indeed, 
a good Reafon for the Court of Mo/cow to be againft him ; 
but was as good a Reafon for the Polanders to be for 
him ; becaufe it is at prefent very much the Intereft 
both of Poland and Sweden to preferve a clofe Union be- 
tween the two Kingdoms, in order to prevent cither’s 
being oppreffed by the Mu/covites. 

As to the Ele&tor of Saxony, the Exclufion given to 
him at firft by the Courts of Vienna and Mujfcovy, proe 
ceeded from ‘his having protefted againft the Emperor's 
Pragmatick San&tion, and enter’d into a Treaty with 
France, for fupporting his Claim toa Part of the Au- 
firian Dominions, ‘upon the Demife of this Emperor 
without Heits Male’; which was, without Doubt, a 
good Reafon for the Emperor’s being againft his Elec- 
tion to the Crown of Poland ; and in this the Emperor 
eafily prevail’d with the Court of Mu/covy to join with 
him ; becaufe, if the Eleftor of Saxony had come to 
have been chofen King of Poland, and had afterwards 
Faccecded to a great Part of the 4u/frian Dominions, he 
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might have come to have been a troublefome Neighbour 
to the Mufcovites ; but upon the Eleftor’s agreeing to 
wave all his Pretenfions upon the Houfe of Auftria, to 
guaranty the Pragmatick Sanftion, and to renounce the 
Alliance he had but a little before enter’d into with 
France, a new Treaty was concluded between him, the 
Emperor, and the Czarina, whereby the two latter en- 
gaged to fettle him upon the Throne of Peland, and to 
make Ufe of all their Intereft and Power for that Pur- 
pofe, This, it muft be granted, was a good Reafon for 
the Courts of Vienna and Mufcovy to change their Mea- 
fures with Refpe&t to the Elector of Saxony 5 but at the 
fame Time, it wasa very ftrong Argument for the Po- 
landers to join unanimouitly againft him, if they had a 
Mind to preferve their Freedom as to the Ele&tion of 
their King 3 and not allow their Crown to be jobb’d 
away by their Neighbours, the Germans and Mu/fcovites 3 
and as Staniflaus was the only Candidate for their Crown, 
capable of making any Head againft a Rival fo great, 
and fo powerfully fupported, therefore it was incum- 
bent on every Polander, who had the Liberty and Wel- 
fare of his Country at Heart, to declare immediately in 
Favour of Stanijlaus. 





Now, as to the two Elef&tions, we fhall give our Rea- 
ders the following Parallel berween them, which was 
publith’d in Poland, intitled, 


A tru: and particular Account of the Eleétions to the Crown 
of Poland, made in Favour of the Moft Serene Staniflaus 
Lefzceynski, and the Moft Serene Frederick-Auguftus, 
EleGor of Saxony, with a Parallel between the one and 
the other. 


HE Moft Serene Auguftus 11. King of Poland, dy- 
T ing at Warfaw the 1ft of February, 1733, during 
the Time of the Dyet, his Highnefs Theodore Potocki, 
Archbifhop of Gnefna, Primate of the Kingdom, by 
Virtue of the Right inherent to his Dignity, during 
the Interreznum, fummon’d the Senate three Days after 
the King’s Death, and fignify’d to them the Demife of 
that Prince. He took that Occafion to exhort the Sena- 
tors to Unity and Concord. At the fame Time he deli- 
berated with them upon the beft Means to maintain the 
publick Security at home and abroad, and “a 
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them in Relation to the Term to be fix’d for the Dyet 
of Convocation. A happy Succefs crown’d his Endea- 
vours ; and it was agreed, that that Dyet fhould affem- 
ble the 27th of April following. He afterwards iflued 
the Univerfalia upon that Subjef&t to the Dictines, or 
petty Dyets, in which, without any Perfons contribu- 
ting thereto by their Counfels or Intrigues, al! the Pa- 
Jatinates refolved, with a Confent almoft unanimous, 
that all foreign Candidates fhould be excluded ; and 
that none fhould be elected King of Peland but a Native 
of the Kingdom. The major Part of the Palatinates 
accordingly recommended, in the Inftruftions they gave 
to their Nunio’s, to take Care that in the Dyet of Con- 
vocation, a publick Law fhould be enafted, to exclude 
any Foreigner whomfoever from the Crown, The fame 
was confirm’d by Oath in feveral Dyetines. 

The Dyet of Convocation being affembied at the Place 
and Time appointed 5 the Senators and Nuncio’s legally 
eleSted, arrived there in Crowds from divers Palatinates 
of Polandyand Lithuania ; and the Nuncio’s, in Confe- 
quence of their Inftru€tions, follicited the Exclufion of 
all Foreigners, and the Ele&tion of a Native of Poland. 
It was at laft agreed to by a common Confent, and agree- 
ably to the Intentions of the whole Republick, that the 
Eleétion fhould fall upon no other than a Polander, born 
of Father and Mother of the Catholick Religion, and 
whofe Dominions were not fituate out of the Kingdom, 
which the Senators and Nuncio’s, without excepting one, 
confirmed publickly by a folemn Oath. 

The fame Dyet afligned for the Eleflion the accuftomed 
Place, which is vulgarly called The Field of Eleétion, 
fituate between Warfew and the Village of Wola; and 
the Time was fix’d for the 25th of Auguf?. The fame 
Dyet provided an exprefs Conftitution, that the Ele€tion 
fhould be made out of Hand, to the Intent that the 
Armies which were approaching the Frontiers of the 
Kingdom, might not hinder the Liberty of the Suffra- 
ges. They added, that if any Accident fhould retard 
the Eleétion, or protraét it to a longer Time, it fhould 
however not exceed the Term of fix Weeks ; not that 
that Space of Time was neceffarily to be {pent therein, 
but that it fhould not be deferr’d any longer, in Cafe the 
fame could not be made before. 

At the Time and Place appoiated, the Palatinates, 
Territories, and Diftriéts, were feen to appear perfonal- 
hy under their refpetive Enfigns; and fome of thofe 
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that are privileged, and who are too far diftant, fent 
thither their Nuncio’s legally ele&ted, but in greater 
Numbers than ufual. The Marthal of the Dyet was 
elested in 15 Days, and divers Matters were alfo brought 
upon the Carpet. Mean while, as the Rumours atig- 
mented from, Day to Day, that a Mufcovite Army was 
penetrating into the Great Dutchy of Lithuania, the 
Palatinates repeated their Inftances to his Highnefs the 
Primate, and preffed him to haften the Eleétion and 
Nomination of a King. ; 

During thefe Tranfa&tions, Prince Wie/nowieski, Chan- 
cellor of the Great Dutchy of Lithuania, a&tuated by a 
Motive of private Pique and Mifunderftanding, pafied 
in Dudgeon to the other Side of the Viftuia, to a Place 
called Praage, whither fome Grandegs went and joined 
him, without ‘having "till then fhewn the Jeaft Diffe- 
rence of Sentiment, with Regard to the Ele&tion. Their 
Difpofitions did not appear "till the oth of September, 
when the Palatinates of Poland and Lithuania came all 
to the ufual Place of Eleétion ; his Highnefs the Pri- 
mate, fent to invite the Chancellor of Lithuania, and the 
Partifans of that Prince, to come and give their Suffra- 
ges for the Eleétion of a King, in the accuftomed Place 
appointed by the Conftitution, when the whole Repub- 
lick was affermbled. He anfwered, with his Friends, 
that he would not come; but that he pretended not to 
obftrué the Eleétion. 

During that Time, that is to fay, during three Days 
and three Nights, the Republick kept affembled in the 
Field of Eleftion, and follicited the Primate the more 
to found the Intentions of the Pglatinates, and to pro- 
céed to the Nomination of a King, as the Rumours in- 
creafed every Hour, that the Rufian Army was ap- 
ptoaching. gs it 

Whereupon, on the 11th of September, his Highnefs 
the Primate rode curforily through the Palatinates, Ter- 
ritories, and Diftris, that were under their Enfigns, 
to the Number of 60,000 Mens and drew near to every 
Enfign in particular, to know-whom, they would have 
for their King. Ali in génerak and in particular, an- 
fwered, without hefitating or evading, that. they defired 
Staniflius 3, all cry’d, Vivat. Staniflaus. . It is very tres 
markable, that out of fo many EleQors; there were 
hardly found three Chiefs of the Enfigns,. who pro- 
claim’d his Highnefs Fanus Wie/nowieski, and even thofe 
Enfigns themfelves made the Air echo with their cries 
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of Vivat Staniflaus. Another Thing no lefs worthy of 
Attention is, that there was not abfolutely one Word 
fpoken of the Moft Serene Frederick Auguftus in the 
Field of Ele€tion ; ‘nor was there one Man that pro- 
claim’d him. How could he then pretend to a Nomina- 
tion ? But be that as it will, the next Day, that is to 
fay, the 12th of September, the Primate fent feveral Se, 
natets, both Spiritual and Temporal, with Invitations 
to thofe that rétited to the other Side of the Vi/Pula, and 
deferr’d the Nomination “till Three o’Clock in the After. 
noon, to wait the Return of thofe Deputies. But thofe 
that feparated by paffing over the River, would not re- 
turn in Time, nor did they infinuate either to the Pri- 
mate, or tothe Marfhal of the Eleétion, the leaft Mo- 
tive of Contradi&tion or Proteftation. 

His Highnefs, therefore, yielding to the reiterated Tn- 
{tances and unanimous Defires of the Eleftors, proceeded 
to the Nomination ; and he had hardly demanded with 
a loud and diftin& Voice, Whether it was their unanimous 
Opinion, that Staniflaus Lefzcynski Jhould be King of Po- 
jand, but all without Exception cry’d aloud, Vivat Sta- 
niflaus, our:King, After a fufficient Interval, he de- 
manded for the 2d Time, in the fame Tone, wiether 
Staniflaus, King of Poland, ought to reign? And he was 
no otherwife anfwer’d, than by an univerfal Cry, Vivagt 
Rex Staniflaus. M. Raminski, who commanded a Bri- 
gade of the Palatinate of Volhinia, then declared, that~ 
he would not accede to the Nomination of the Moft Se- 
rene Stamiflaus: But being gained over by the Argu- 
ments and Entreatics of thofe that furrounded him, _ 
without the Jeaft Tumult being raifed on that Acceunt, 
or any Violence offer’d him, fincerely revoked his Op- 
pofition s and joining that Moment, and upon the Spor, 
his Vote to that of the other Eleftors, he cry’d with 
them, Viva? Staniflaus. At laft, the Primate, invoking 
the Name of God, named, according to Cuftom, for the 
i, third Time, The Moft Serene Staniflaus, King of Poland ; 

and at the fame Time the Marfhal proclaim’d him with 
the-ufual Formalities. The Applaufe was general, and 
without the leaft Contradi€tion. The Te Deum was even 
fung in the Field, and was follow’d by fevera! Difchar- 
ges of the Artillery and Smal! Arms. The Grandees 
went to wait upon the King in his Palace at War/aw, 
and accompany’d him to the Collegiate Church of St. 
‘John, fituate in the City, where the Te Dew was fo« 
icmnly fung for the fecond Time, 
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Upon this News, thofe that were at Praage com- 

lained, that they had been impofed on, becaufe they 
Fa not believe that the Nomination would be made at 
that Time: But they are to blame themfelves. Were 
they .not invited at two different Times that very Day ; 
were they ignorant, that all the Palatinates expected for 
fome Days, the Nomination in the Field of Ele&tion ? 
Did they not know that the fame Palatinates, being 
weary of the Inconveniencies they fuffer’d Day and 
Night, and alarmed at the fame Time with continual 
Rumours of the Irruption of the. Ruffians, flrenuoufly 
infified upon the Eleétion, and demanded that the fame 
might be haften’d ? Which was therefore moft proper, 
that the Opponents fhould yield to the Will of the whole 
Republick, or that the Republick fhould wait their Re- 
turn, tho’ nat the leaft Contradiction or Proteftation was 
notify’d to her on their Part 2 





A PARALLEL between the Eleétion to the Crown 
of Poland made in Favour of the moft Serene Staniflaus 
Lefacynski, and the moft Serene Frederick Auguflus. 


a HE moft Serene Staniflaus Lefzcynski had for him 
the unanimous Suffrages of the whole Republick 
Jegally affembled, that is to fay, of all the Palatinates, 
Territories and Diftriéts, to the Number of 60,000 Men, 
after his Highnefs the Primate had asked them, whom . 
they would have nominated for King of Poland ; and 
the Great Marfhal of the Crown proclaimed that Prince 
as fuch. 

t. Of fo many thoufand Men that were in the Field 
of Elef&tion, not one named the moft Serene Frederick 
Augufius 3 and confequently, if he was not propofed 
either to the Republick, or by the Republick, he could 
not in any Manner be named. 


In what Time. 

2. The moft Serene Staniflaus was eleS&ted within the 
Time prefcribed by a Conflitution of the Dyet of Con- 
vocation holden this Year: So that the Eleétors con- 
formed themfelves, in ele&ting him, to that Conftitution, 
which, for very important Reafons, prefcribed the ter- 
minating without Delay the Ele&tion of a King ; befides 
that, at the very Time of the Eleétion, the Palatinates 


‘demanded, that the Nomination fhould be haften’d ; as 
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was prattifed in the like Cafe, to wit, at the Ele&tion of 
Uladiflaus1V. which the Ruffians endeavoured to ob- 
ftrutt. 





In what Time. ' 

2. When the moft Serene Frederick Auguftus was elest- 
ed, the Time of Ele&tion was expired, becaufe that of 
the moft Serene Stani/laus being legally terminated, con- 
fequently the Dyet of Ele&tion was likewife at an End ; 
and all the Palatinates, Territories, and Diftriéts, were 
retired from the Field of Election, after having receiv’d 
the Adieus of their Marfhal ; fo that if the firft Elec- 
tion had been defeftive, a new one muft have been 
made, a new Dyet of Convocation appointed, the Dye- 
tines again aflembled, and a new Univer/alia iffued for 
that Purpofe. 

In what Place. 

3. The moft Serene Staniflaus was ele&ted ip the Place 
afigned, by Virtue of a Crowd of Conftitutions of the 
Kingdom, and lately afrefh by that of the Dyet of 
Convocation holden this Year, that is to fay, in the 
Field of Eleétion, as it is properly called, fituate be- 
tween the City of Warfaw and the Village of Wola, 
where the Ele&tions have been accuftomed to be made 
Time out of Mind, according to the ancient Conftitu- 
tions. 

In what Place. 

3. The moft Serene Frederick Auguftus was eleSted on 
the other Side of the Viffula, in the Plain of Praage, 
adjacent to a Wood, near a Village called Kamien; and 
there a Highway ferved for the Field of Ele&tion, and 
an Inn for the Szxopa for the Senators, in Contempt of 
the Conftitutions, Ufages, and Cuftoms, and though the 
Dyets always fix the Time and Place where fuch A€ts 
are to pafs ; fo that an Act, performed out of the Place 
appointed by the Law, is abfolutely null. 


By whom eleéted. 

» 4 The moft Serene Staniflaus had, in his Ele&tion, 
that which makes the moit effential Point, ¢o wit, the 
Prefence of all the Palatinates, Territories, and Diftrits, 
without excepting one only, who, after the ufual So- 
lemnities, clefted him freely, and with full Liking ; fo 
that for him were united the Suffrages of 60,000 Men, 
fair Ele@tors, whofe Gondust and Rights are not to be 
call’d in Queftion, 
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By whom eletted. 

4. There was not one Palatinate, Territory, or Di- 
firiét, at the Ele&tion of the moft Serene Frederick Au 
guflus. He was only elefted by a fmall Number of Peo- 
ple, and private Perfons, to whom the Republick had 
given no Power todo it. He was eletted by People who 
were ftopt as they were returning to their Homes after 
the Ele&tion, and of whom fome gave their Suffrages, 
frightned into a Compliance by the Univerfalia of Gene- 
ral Leffé, who threaten’d them with Fire and Sword ; 
while others fold well their Suffrages: He was elected 
by Men perjur’d, fome of whom had fworn three or 
four Times, that, conforming themfelves to the unani- 
mous Intention of the Republick, and to the exprefs 
Inftruftions of the major Part of thei Palatinates, Terri- 
tories, and Diftriéts, they would eleé&t no Candidate, 
who was ne defcended of Father and Mother profefling 
the Catholick Religion, or who was poffeffed of Domi- 
nions, or Armies, without the Kingdom, He had for 
Elettors Perfons outlaw’d, and Enemies to their Coun- 
try; declared fuch, partly by the Conftitution of the 
Dyet of Convocation, againft thofe that fhould ele& a 
foreign King, and one that had Dominions without the 
Kingdom, and partly by the Decree of the whole Re- 
publick affembled in the Field of EleStion ; a Decree 
that fhe inferted in her Manifefto againft the Invafion of 
the Ruffians, and which was figned by thofe very Perfons 
who adhered to the Ruffians in the Eleftion of the moft 
Serene Frederick Auguftus. For the reft, I fay, by the 
Decree, becaufe it effeftually comprehends not only 
thofe who called in the Ruffian Army, but thofe who 
fhould thereafter adhere to the Rufians ; and the Repub- 
lick has there declared al] equafly Enemies to their 
Country, abandon’d to the Vengeance of every Man, &e. 
It is alfo to be remarked, that there not being one De- 
puty of Great Poland at the Eleétion, two young Lords 
named Dzialinski, who were then Students at Warfaw, 
were called to it. And which is ftill more ftrange, a 
Child of Seven Years of Age, Son to the moft illuftri- 
ous Lord Potocki, Martha) of the Court of the Kingdom, 
was invited to the Ele&tion, and was made to fign the 
A&, in order, without Doubt, that that Name being 
feen there among the others, People might think that 
one of the Houfe of Potocki was an Adherent to the Elec- 
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By whom named. 

5. The moft Serene Staniflaus was named by his 
Highnefs Theodore Potocki, Archbithop’of Gnefna. Pri- 
mate of the Kingdom, that is to fay, by a Prelate to 
whom the. Laws of the Kingdom, the Bulls of the 
Popes, and particularly the Conftitution of the Dyet of 
Convocation, a Conftitution confirmed by the Oaths of 
Bifhops, give exprefly, and exclufively of all the other 
Bifhops, the Right of Naming the King. All are 
then excluded by their Oaths, and under certain Pe- 
nalties from the Right of naming the King. There 
is even a Bull extant of Pope Sixtus V. importing, 
that if a King has been named by any other than 
the Primate of the Kingdom, not only the Bifhop, 
who made the Nomination, incurs the Penalty expreffed 
in that Bull, but moreover, that Nomination is null 
and of no Force, 





By whom named. 

5. The moft Serene Frederick Auguffus was named, 
not by the Primate, but M. Hofius, Bifhop of Po/nania, 
whereby that Prelate has violated firft the general Oath 
he took as Senator, to avoid every Thing that could be 
prejudicial to the Republick 5 fince by his Nomination 
he has drawn upon her the greateft Evils, given a Blow 
to the Liberty of Ele&tions, occafioned the Subverfion of 
the State and the Laws, procured the Effufion of human 
Blood, the Defolation of the Kingdom, the Oppreflion 
of the Poor, the Violation of the Ecclefiaftical Immu- 
nities, and finally the Plundering of the Efiates be- 
lenging to the Clergy. He has, in the fecond Place, 
violated the general Oath, by which he obliged himfelf, 
in the Dyet of Convocation, not to eleét a King who is 
a: Foreigner, or poffeffes Dominions without the King- 
dom. He has laftly violated the particular Oath which 
the other Bifhops and he himfelf took in the faid 
Dyet, not to prejudice the Right of naming the King, 
which the Laws have annexed to the Dignity of the 
Primate. In one Word, the moft Serene Auguffus has 
no other Nomination than that of the Prelate, who 
by that fame Nomination violated three Oaths at once,. 
and at the fame Time incurred the Penalties expref- 
fed in the Decree, which the whole Republick in- 
ferted in her Manifefto, which he himfelf fubfcribed. 

In what Manner. 
6. The moft Serene Staniflaus was eleSted by the 
- Republick, with an entire tty, and without any 
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Armies or Troops to force the Suffrage of any Perfon 

whomfoever in Favour of a Candidate. He was eleéted 

with the unanimous Confent of all that were prefent in 

the Field of Ele&tion, and without the leaft Contra- 

dition ; for neither the Oppofition which M. Kaminski: 
began at the Place of Nomination, nor the Retreat of the 

Staroft of Opoczyn, who the Day before the Choice left 
the Field of Ele&tion, muft be regarded asfuch. The 

former being regained by amicable Remonftrances and 
good Counfels, revoked his Oppefition with a fincere 
Heart, and without the leaft Violence offered him.; he 
revoked it at the fame Inflant, and upon the fame Spot, 
and cried, Vivat Staniflaus. The other teftified by a 
Letter the Joy he conceived of the. happy Succefs of the 
Ele&ion, and congratulated the Prince upon whom it 
fell. Andas for the other Eleftors, they went the next 
Day to falute the King elefted, and aflured him of their 
entire Submiffion. : 





In what, Manver. 

6. The moft Serene Frederick Auguftus was elefted: 
with all the Indications of the utmoft Violence, the 
Ele&tors having been furrounded with a numerous Ar- 
my, and their Suffrages not obtained without armed 
Perfuafions. The Eleétion was therefore far from free: 
But how could it be fo, when a {mall Number. of Ci- 
tizens, and they deprived Citizens too, divided between 
four Candidates; being to ele&t a King by Confederacy, 
faw among the Partifans of the moft. Serene Frederick 
Augufius, General Lefee afting with a Sovereign Au- 
thority, and name and proclaim that Prince firft? In- 
veigled by a fuperior Force, they acceded to that E- 
leftion with lefs Joy than outward Refpe& ; as appears 
by a Letter of the Ruffian General to Count d’ Oufter- 
man, wherein he exprefles himfelf in the. following 
Terms: * The Poli/h Lords being divided. about. the 
© Choice of a Candidate, I obliged: them. by: Promifes, 
“ but more by Threats, to beftow the: Grown upon the 
“ Elefor of Saxony. He will be powerful enough to 
© maintain himfelf upon the Throne, and to. defend: 
© thofe that raifed him to it. 

The, EleStion of the moft Serene Auguftus Hi of glo- 
rious Memory; though made by a Scifion, has great 
AdVantages over the pretended Eleétion of the moft’ 
Serene Frederick Augufius. The former was the Work 
of a confiderable Part of the Republick, legally <affem- 
bicd in the accuftomed Place afligned by. the Conftitu-! 
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tions; and the Time of Eleétion was not yet elapfed 5 
' fothat at the-fame Time, and in the fame Place, th® 
.two Candidates were named, in the Prefence of all the 

Palatinates,.Territories and Diftri€@s. The latter was 

made, ‘neither in the Place nor Time the Laws pre- 
fcribed, nor in the Face of the Republick legally af- 
fembied 5; but the moft Serene Frederick Auzujius was 
proclaimed by a Handful of Men deftitute of all Power 
and Authority, by Men the Laws have fet a Mark 
upon, by Men that are fubjett to the Penalties decreed 
again Traitors; and, laftly, without any one Palati- 
nate, Territory, or Difiri&, having affifted thereat. 
Without any better Authority, the Seflions concerning 
the Patta Conventa. have been removed from Praaze to. 
Warfaw 3 and there they have been continued for the 
‘Space of 15 Days fucceflively aftet this falfe Eleftion. 
By the fame Patta Conventa; the Paffage. has been o- 
pened into Poland to the Ruffians, and they are per- 
mitted to go to fuch Places as they jike beft. A per- 
petual Spring of domeftick Troubles, and juft Reafons 
for Foreigners to declate War againft us, have been fur- 
nifhed thereby ; and no great Account has been made of 
embarraffing the Republick. 

We fubmit this faithful and exa&t Parallel to the 
Judgment of the Univerfe. Let them judge, who ought 
to be acknowledged as lawful King of Poland; a Prince 
ele&ted contrary toall the Laws and Conftitutions, and 
by the fole Force of Arms or one that was elected 
-according to thofe Laws and Conftitutions, and whom 
the free and unanimous Suffrages of all the Electors 
there prefent advanced to the Throne. 





Reafons for the Condutt of the Confederates. 

As this Piece may be fufpeéted to be a little partial 
in Favour of Staniflaus, we fhall give our Readers an 
Abftra& of the Reafons which induced the Confederate 
Republick (as the Saxon. Party in Poland call them- 
felves) to difapprove the Ele€tion of Staniflaus, and to 

roceed to a new Ele&tion in Favour of ugu/tus III. 
Ele&tor of Saxony. 

_1ft, That the Enterprizes of the late Powerful Houfe 
of Poteckt (of which the Primate is defcended) pufhed 
above the Bounds prefcribed by Citizens, and fupported 
by the publick Counfels of their Adherents, had op- 
preffed the antient Liberty, annihilated the Equality, 
fo effential betweeu the Members of a Republick, and 
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had overturned the fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, 
which confift principally in the Ufage and Prefervation 
of the ‘Jus Vetandi, on which abfolutely depends the pub- 
lick Liberty and. Welfare, 

2d, That this Family and their Adherents had, by 
extreme Violence, endeavoured to place the Perfon of 
Staniflaus Lefzcyenski upon the Throne, not only to the 
manifeft Prejudice of the Laws of the Country, and a- 
gainft the exprefs Tenour of the Conftitutions of the 
Kingdom, but alfo in Contempt of the Treaties conclu- 
ded by the Republick with the neighbouring Powers, 
and in Contempt of the Articles of Confedesacy, by 
which it was provided, that no Perfon conviéted, or 
condemned by Juftice, fhould concur in the Ele€tion of a 
King in the Ele&toral Field. 

34, That in the Dyet of Convocation, the Membess 
of the free Polifh Nation were, in Contempt of the Laws, 

rtly corrupted by the Gold of. France, and partly con- 

rained by Force and Menaces, to take an Oath couched 
in the moft captious Terms, and by which they obliged 
themfelves not to cle& any for King but a Polander by 
Birth, and fuch as fhould be pointed out by the fraudu- 
Yent Confpiracy then entred into. 

4th, That in the faid Dyet of Convocation, the Pri- 
mate not only forced the Secular State to accept, and at- 
knowledge by Oath, the Points of the Confederacy, 
tho’ they had not been approved, but alfo confirained 
the Bifhops to renounce by Cath the Prerogative which 
the Laws intitle them to, which is, that if the Primate 
fhould name, at the Time of Ele&tion, a Candidate for 
King againft the Tenour of the Laws in a Sciffion, or 
to the Prejudice of the Country, the Bifhops, in Confor- 
mity to the ancient Conftitutions, had a Right to nomi- 
nate another King, when they could thereby fave their 
Country, by naming a Candidate for King more becom- 
ing and advantageous to the Republick, than the Can- 
didate named by the Primate. 

sth, That in the Dyet of Eleétion the Primate 
would not allow the Minifters of foreign Powers to ap- 
pear in the Eleétoral Field, there to reprefent the In- 
terefts of their Mafters, and communicate their Propo- 
fitions, tho’ they had, by the Conftitutions of Poland, a 
Right to do fo: And that he likewife refufed to receive 
the Propofals of the Candidates, in order thereby to 
prevent the Eletors from being informed of the Advan- 
tages and Difadvantages that might refult therefrom to

the Republick, fo as to give the Preference to that Can- 
didate, who fhould, after mature Deliberation, appear 
moft worthy of their Crown. 

6th, That in the faid Dyet the Primate and his Party 
had no Regard to the Contradiftions that were there 
made, nor did they give the leaft Attention to the In- 
ftruGtions feveral Nuncio’s were charged with, openly 
to oppofe the Eleétion of Staniflaus. 

jth, That a great Party of the Eleftors, as well of 
the Senate, as. of the Equeftrian Order, and even feveral 
whole Palatinates and Diftriéts, retired to Praage, pub- 
lifhed their Manifefto, and entered their Proteftations 
in a proper Time, by which there was a full Sciffion 
made in the Republick. 

&th, That, notwithftanding this Sciflion, the Primate 
had proclaimed Staniflaus, altho’ he had exprefly pro- 
mifed, by the Articles of the Confederacy, not to name a 
King who was not chofen by the Eleétors unanimoufly, 
and without Contradiftion. 

gth, That he had fhewn fo little Regard to the 
Members who differed from him, and who had retired 
to the other Side of the Viffula, that he not only refufed 
to put off the Eleftion to a Time of more Liberty and 
Security, but even made the Proclamation before the 
Return of thofe Deputies, whom he had fent to them 
to know, whether they would agree or difagree to the 
Ele&tion made. 





Anfwers to them. 

Thefe are the principal Objef&tions made by the Saxon 
Party to the Ele&tion of Staniflaus ; and to thefe the Pri- 
mate and his Party make Anfwer. 

To the firft, that it is a general Charge, unfupported 
by any particular Fats, and in general they deny it. 

Tothe 2d, that tho’ Ssaniflaus was by the Conftitu- 
tions of the Kingdom declared an Outlaw, and incapa- 
ble of re-mounting the Throne by Virtue of his former 
Eleftion; yet there was nothing to hinder the Re- 
publick from reftoring him againft that Outlawry, and 
re-eleGting him, if they had a Mind, the Republick 
never having entered into any Treaty for that Effe&. 
That the ele&ting of him King was an effeftual Repeal 
of the Outlawrys; and that he did not concur in the 
Ele&ion of a King in the EleStoral Field, nor did he ap- 

r there “till he wasaétually elef&ted, and confequently 
no Breach was made of the Articles of the Confederacy. 


To 
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To the 3d, that neither Corruption nor Menaces were 
made Ufe of in the Dyet of Convocation, efpecially with 
refpect to the Oath mentioned, for it was what had been 
recommended by feveral of the Anti-Dietines, and jhad 
been aétually taken by all thofe concerned in the Con- 
federacy formed by Prince Lubomerski, tho’ he be now 
one of the chief of the Saxon Party. 

To the 4th, That neither the Seculars, nor the Bi- 
Shops, had been forced to do any Thing in.the Dyet of 
Convocation, but what was the Refult of.a free and una- 
nimous Determination of the Dyet; and that no Man 
had been forced to fign the Articies of Confederacy, as 
appeared from the Exceptions and Refervations, that 
were entered by feveral Members at the Time of their 
figning. 

To the 5th, That whatever was done in the Dyet of 
Ele@&ion, was done, not by the Primate, but by the 
unanimous Confent of the whole Dyet 5 and there had 
been no Injuttice done, either to the Minifters of foreign 
Powers, or any other Candidate. 

To the 6th, That whatever Inftru&tions the Nuncio’s 
might have, there was none of them that did, in the 
Dyet, openly oppofe the Eleétion of Staniflaus ; and 
the Primate had fo great a Regard to any Contradiftion 
that was offer’d, that, tho’ no Contradi€tien was offered 
but one, which was made by M., Raminski, yet the 
Primate would not proceed to finifh the Proclamation 
*till he was gained over, and perfuaded by Arguments, 
and- not by Threats or Money, to withdraw his Op- 
pofition. 

To the 7th, 8th, and gth, That thofe who retired to 
the other Side of the Viffula, were but an inconfiderable 
Party in refpett of the whole Republick, their Number 
not being 6000; whereas there remained upwards of 
60,000 in the Field of Ele&tion.. That thofe who retir’d 
were fo far from regularly entering a Proteftation, or 
making a Sciflion, that, when they were fent to, on the 
9th, to come to join their fellow Countrymen in the 
Field of EleGtion, their Anfwer was, That they could 
not come over; but that they did not pretend to obftruc& 
the Eleftion: And again, on the 12th; when they were 
fent to, and acquainted that the Proclamation was to be 
made, in order that they might either come and agree 
with the reft of their Countrymen, or enter their Pro- 
teftation, if they had a Mind, they neither would come 
aver, nor did they offer any Proteftation, or Contra- 
diion, 
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diétion, to the Eleétion made, tho’ the Primate waited 
*till after Three.o’Clook, before he made the laft Procla- 
mation ; and if any Proteflation was afterwards made 
by them, it could be of no Force; for a Proteftation, or 
Veto, muft be enter’d in the Field of Eleétion, and be- 
fore the third Proclamation, otherwife it is of no Forces 
a Proteflation made thereafter, or in any other Place, 
cannot create a Scifion. That the Mu/covite Army be- 
ing then upon their March towards War/faw, the nearer 
they approached, the lefs Liberty or Security could the 
Polanders expe& in the EleStion of their King ; and 
therefore the Primate. had good Reafon. to refule putting 
off the Ele&tion, and he had fhew’d as great a Refpeét as 
he could, or as was: proper or neceffary, to thofe who 
had retired, by fending to invite them over on the gth, 
and twice again on.the 12th, in the Morning, before he 
proceeded to the third Proclamation. 





While both contending Parties thus endeavour’d to ju- 
ftify their refpe&tive Condu&, the whole Kingdom groan’d 
under the calamitous State.of Plunder and Defolation - 
the Particulars whereof are frefh: in our Memories, and 
would. take: up too much Room for this ColleGtion. We 
fhall. only touch upon Dantzick, (the City which at pre- 
fent: attrafts the Eyes of all Europe,) and occafionally 
sketch out the feveralk Vicifitudes of Fortune, which it 
has undergone fince the Death of the famous King Join 
Sobieski, = 

The Conteft for the Crown of Poland, after the Death 
of King John Sobieski, between the late King Augu/tus 
and the Prince of @onti, of the Houfe of Bourdon, be- 
gan 1697 : The City declared for the former, and open- 
ly efpoufed him, though the latter lay in the Road with 
@ Squadron of French Ships of War. 

In 1698, King Augustus made his Entry here to thank 
them for it, and was receiv’d with great Magnificence ; 
but it coft the City, by Way of Compliment, four Tons 
of Gold, that is to fay, a Million of Rix-Dollars, the 
greateft Payment they ever raifed at once ; but the Citi- 
zens had enjoy’d a long Tranquillity, and were very 
rich at that Time; and the King granted them fome 
Favours which deferved part of the Money ; bnt the 
Example coft them dear. 

In 1701, they were obliged to pay 400,000 Livres to 
. the King of France, and to beg his Pardon for affronting 

the Prince of Conti; befides lofing feveral Ships and Car- 
goes, 
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goes, confifcated by the French. And in 1708, they 
paid 40,00c Crowns more, to make good the Lofs of 
the Cardinal de Polignac, and the Prince of Conti, for 
their Equipages loft in their City ; fo that all the Af- 
fair with France coft them near 700,000 Livres. 

In 1703, the King of Sweden made them renounce 
King Auguftus, and pay 400,000 Florins, and a parti- 
cular private Sum on Account of the Royal Revenue 
due from the City ; which unreafonable Exa€tion, (fee- 
ing no End of it) obliged them to fly to the King of 
Pruffia for Prote&tion, and receive a Body of his Troops 
into the City, whofe Pay coft them 600,000 Florins 
more, 

In 1705, the King of Sweden, notwithftanding the 
King of Prufia’s Prote&tion, threatned them again 3 
and they bought him off, or rather Count Piper, with 
150,000 Florins more, 

In 1707, the King of Sweden forced them to own 
King Staniflaus, threatning to bombard them ; and then 
for complying, the Czar block’d them up, and plunder’d 
their whole Diftri&t of Lands. 

In 1714, the Czar made new Demands upon them, 
and received 100,000 Rix-Dollars, covenanting to take 
it in full of all Pretenfions ; and yet three Years after, 
made a new Demand, and quarter’d Troops upon their 
Lands to enforce it; and was not, but by great Inter- 
ceffion of Foreign Powers, pleafed to accept of another 
Payment of 140,000 Crowns, and promifing forthwith 
to quit their Lands ; which yet he did not, but the next 
Year quarter’d upon them again. 

The prefent Bombardment by the Ruffans, for their 
taking Part with King Staniflaus againft Auguftus III. 
may not be reckon’d among the leaft of their Calamities ; 
but the Particulars will be better told in our next Re- 
gifter. 
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
